Porton Down 
victims finally 
get an apology

HUNDREDS of ex-servicemen 
who were subjected to nerve 
gas experiments behind barbed 
wire at the Porton Down chem¬ 
ical warfare installation during 
the 1950s are to be awarded 
compensation. 

In a written statement to MPs, defence 
minister Derek Twigg offered an apology 
to the men who were contaminated with 
sarin drops - a deadly nerve gas original¬ 
ly manufactured by the Nazis. 

The statement and damages of £8,333 
to each of the 360 men tested are largely 
thanks to the work of one man. 

Ken Earl, from Maidstone, has been 
campaigning for nine years to get 
recognition of what he and so many other 
young men were tricked into doing more 
than 50 years ago. 

As a teenager in the RAF undergoing 
national service he was offered a few 
pounds extra to take part in what was 
described as an experiment to find a vac¬ 
cine to cure the common cold. 

Respirator 

“I just did it so that I could get some 
extra cash and go back to Maidstone to 
visit my girlfriend,” he said. 

“If I’d have known what they were going 
to do to me I’d have run a mile.” 

On a spring day in 1953, Mr Earl and 
fellow volunteers were marched into what 
he now realises is a “gas chamber”. 

He remembers: “It was all behind barbed 
wire - the experiments themselves took 
place in a sort of gym-style building. 

“We were told to put on respirators 
which was a new experience for me and a 
most unpleasant one. 

“A colourless liquid was then dropped 
onto my arm which had two sorts of mate¬ 
rial put onto it - one simulating battle- 
dress and the other a military shirt. 

“We were then told to sit still for 30 min¬ 
utes and I started to break out into a 
sweat. I wanted to rip the respirator from 
my head but had I done so I would have 
died instantly. 

“I know now that one of the first symp¬ 
toms of nerve gas poisoning is heavy sweat¬ 
ing and that is what I was undergoing.”

After the experiments the men were 
taken back to their units and Mr Earl left 
the service to find success as an actor - 
appearing first on stage in Folkestone 
before regular slots in shows such as Dr 
Who, Z Cars and Softly Softly Task Force. 

But all his life he has been dogged by ill 
health and he has suffered two cancer 
bouts as well as skin and spinal disorders. 

It was only following news of a police 
investigation into the death of another 
former RAF man - Ronald Maddison - 
who was ruled to have been unlawfully 
killed that Mr Earl realised the man had 
taken part in the same tests as he had 
and the truth gradually emerged as other 
victims came forward. 

He said: “I heard he died in agony - con¬ 
vulsing on the ground as the medical staff 
failed to get the antidote into him in time. 

“It was then I started to fight - I want¬ 
ed to expose the people who had lied to me 
about what was going to happen. 

“As an aspiring actor I would never have 
done anything to risk my health, my voice 
or my lungs. 

“I can’t prove it, but to my mind all the 
illnesses I have had are the result of what 
happened to me that day.” 


KCC defends 
salary bill 
for its senior 
management 

KENT County Council paid out more than 
£44 million to middle and senior managers 
in wages last year, according to the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The pressure group uncovered what it 
labelled as evidence of “wasteful and frivolous 
town hall spending” as part of an investigation 
into local authority expenditure. 

KCC is now spending £42,290,000 more on 
£50,000 pay packages than it did 10 years ago. 
Some 713 people earn salaries of more than 
£50,000. 

Matthew Elliot, the alliance’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “Despite council tax doubling in the 
last decade, local authorities almost universal¬ 
ly say that they are short of money and need 
to increase council tax still further or reduce 
front line services. 

“Many local authorities are raising council 
tax, cutting services, such as rubbish collection 
or care for the elderly at the same time.” 

Efficiency 

KCC defended it position as the second 
biggest spending authority on higher wages in 
the country after Birmingham. 

Cllr Paul Carter, the authority’s leader, said: 
“It is hardly surprising we are close to the top 
when we are one of the biggest shire authori¬ 
ties in the county, with 45,195 staff. Only two 
per cent of this number currently earns more 
than £50,000.” 

He said the council was among the highest 
rated for making the best use of taxpayers’ 
money and said cost per person KCC is 37th 
on the alliance’s list. 

Cllr Carter added: “Local government has 
made more efficiency savings than any other 
part of the public sector. 

“KCC has saved £90 million in the past three 
years despite receiving considerably less than 
is needed from the Government to pay for 
council services.” 

Council’s tribute 
to dead Matthew 

DARTFORD Borough Council flew its flag at 
half-mast on Friday out of respect for the 
death of a schoolboy. 

Matthew Hobbs, 11, from Brent Lane, 
died after a collision with a school bus on the 
morning of Wednesday, January 9. 

The Year Seven pupil at Wilmington 
Grammar School for Boys was on his way to 
school at the time. 

The flag above the Civic Centre was lowered 
on Friday to mark the day of his funeral. 

Council leader Jeremy Kite said: “It’s unusu¬ 
al for us to lower the flag in these circum¬ 
stances, but Matthew was clearly a very fine 
young man who had a lot to offer and his loss 
has been felt by the whole town.” 
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County council to invite tourists to visit where stars filmed 


Tour shows county’s 


Students 
designing 
apparatus 
for torture 

TWELVE students on a masters 
program at the University of Kent have 
been asked to design instruments of tor¬ 
ture. 

The architecture students have been 
challenged to “design, construct and draw 
a full-scale operable prototype torture 
device based on ergonomic principals”. 

One unnamed student has abstained 
from the controversial study, telling the 
programme director Michael Richards 
that he felt uncomfortable working with 
a brief which features illustrations of 
a skull and a plan view of a Gestapo 
torture chamber. 

Speaking in defence of the project, the 
head of the architecture department, 
Professor Don Gray, claimed the module 
was justified as part of the “contempo¬ 
rary artistic debate”. 

‘Tosh’ 

The intended outcome of the study is 
the development of student’s awareness 
of the “tactics of shock” and also to force 
students to take an ethical position on 
the “use of torture, and the abuse of 
human rights in general”, he said. 

However the former president of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects 
(RIBA), George Ferguson, claimed that he 
had “seldom read such pretentious tosh”. 

He added: “Of course it is part of the 
role of architectural education to stretch 
our minds, but not towards extreme dis¬ 
comfort and ugliness. 

“Now is the time to think about the 
making of attractive places. The built 
environment is not some sort of‘Brit Art’ 
gallery designed to shock, or certainly 
should not be.” 

The project is a precursor to a larger 
one in which students will be asked to 
design a new headquarters for Amnesty 
International, said Architects’ Journal. 


big screen locations

FILM fans can follow in the foot¬ 
steps of Hollywood stars Natalie 
Portman and Scarlett Johansson 
on a new behind-the-scenes tour 
around the county. 

The pair starred as Anne Boleyn and her 
sister Mary respectively in the forthcoming 
film The Other Boleyn Girl, parts of which 
were shot at a variety of historic locations 
around the county. 

These included Hever Castle in Edenbridge, 
Penshurst Place near Tonbridge, Knole in 
Sevenoaks, Ightham Mote and Dover Castle. 

The three-day tom - , organised by the county 
council’s Kent Film Office and Visit Kent for 
later this year, will allow tourists to retrace the 
steps not only of the film’s stars, but also the 
historic characters they portrayed. 

Day one takes in Hever Castle and Penshurst 
Place. The former was the family home of the 
real-life Boleyn girls and the setting of several 
important scenes while the latter was used as 
the double for Whitehall Palace, where Anne 
and Henry VIII catch eyes for the first time. 

Day two takes in Knole, which doubles for 
Tudor London in the film, and Ightham Mote, 
once home of Henry VTII’s courtier Sir Richard 
Clement. 

Dover Castle is the setting for day three, 
which is where the scenes of Anne being 
imprisoned and executed were shot. 

KCC is hoping to establish the county as a 
film-making hub in years to come with its new 
Kent Film and Television Strategy 2008-2012 
project. 

The aim is to attract a slice of the £4 billion 
generated every year by the UK film industry, 
from both the production companies and the 
tourists that flock to visit film locations. 

Research says for every £1 spent on location 
another £2.50 is spent on the local economy. 



It is hoped the tour will be the first of many 
inspired by Kent locations hitting the big screen. 

Gabrielle Lindemann, KCC’s film officer, 
said: “The potential revenue for Kent busi¬ 
nesses and tourism from film production is 
huge. 

“In other areas of the country regional 
development agencies pay companies 
wishing to film in their region, offering grants 
and soft loan investments, however this is not 
the case in Kent which is putting us at a dis¬ 
advantage.” 

She said that investments by the county 
council would “go some way towards redress¬ 
ing the balance, helping to create a vibrant 
film industry in Kent”. 

The county council hopes to set up a 
development fund of its own and is looking 
to partners in the region to put in money. 

Officials have not said how much the 
county council itself will invest in the 
project. 

The Other Boleyn Girl is due to hit UK 
screens in March. For more information 
about the tour go to www.visitkent.co.uk.

KoS journalist comes up 
trumps at media awards 


KENT on Sunday journalist Jamie 
McGinnes has been named Kent’s Best 
Newspaper or Online Journalist of the Year 
at the 20th Shepherd Neame Kent 
Journalist of the Year Awards. 

He impressed judges by breaking a story 
on the cost of foreign prisoners in Kent’s jails 
several months before the national press. 

This year’s awards attracted a record 120 
entries and were judged by a panel including 
Kim Fletcher, former editorial director of the 
Telegraph Group and chairman of the NCTJ, 
and Tim Luckhurst, professor of journalism 
at the University of Kent and a former editor 
of The Scotsman. 

McGinnes, 30, said: “I’m very pleased to 
have been given this award. This is further 
recognition of how far Kent on Sunday has 
come in the six years since it was established. 

“The paper was again named the best free 
paper in Britain last year and our recent 
launch of mid-week titles and websites will 
only strengthen our position and enhance 
our reputation.” 

Tributes were paid during the event, which 
was at the Shepherd Neame brewery, 
Faversham, to the late Lord Deedes, who died 
last year. 

The Kent Journalist of the Year was Colin 
Campbell, of BBC South East Today.

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Ten per cent of 
police take long 
term sick leave

ALMOST one in 10 police offi¬ 
cers take long-term sick leave 
every year, Kent on Sunday can 
reveal. 

Figures released to KoS under the 
Freedom of Information Act show that 
more than 300 officers a year take long¬ 
term sickness leave - at an annual cost of 
£1.6m to 1.8m. 

There are currently just over 3,400 police 
officers and sergeants employed by Kent 
Police. 

The force also provided a lengthy list of 
the reasons given for long-term sickness. 
These included general malaise, nose 
bleeds and upset stomachs alongside more 
serious conditions such as cancer, arthritis 
and Hodgkin’s Disease. 

The police also revealed that just under 
£10m has been spent over the last three 
years as the result of officers taking sick 
days. In total officers took 32,623 sick days 
in 2006-07. 

The figures also revealed the massive 
amount of overtime Kent officers are put¬ 
ting in, and the accompanying cost. 

In 2006-07, officers worked just under half 
a million overtime hours at a cost of more 
than £llm, with similar figures for the pre¬ 
vious year. This amounts to an extra 22 min¬ 
utes added to every officer’s working day. 

Stressful 

In 2004-05, overtime cost Kent Police 
£9.5m and in 2003-04 it was little over £9m. 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, said he was concerned 
by the “very high and persistent” rates of 
long-term sick leave. 

He said: “They are very high compared to 
other areas of the public sector, and much 
higher than in the Army, which is also very 
stressful.” 

Mr Elliott suggested that the high 
amounts of overtime and sick leave might 
be linked. 

He added: “If people are putting in more 
overtime over the longer term then they are 
going to be more tired. Maybe this is one 
reason why they’re taking long-term sick 
leave. 

“It is ridiculous for the taxpayer to contin¬ 
ue to pay this much overtime year after 
year. They need to hire more people.” 

Assistant Chief Constable David 
Ainsworth said the force was proud of its 
occupational health department and said 
sickness levels had fallen since 2003. 

He said: “The welfare of our police officers 
is paramount to our day-to-day business. 
You have to consider the role of front fine

police officers and the confrontational situ¬ 
ations they are placed under. 

“I’m pleased to say that our sickness rate 
is actually below the national average for 
public sector services and that’s very prom¬ 
ising considering the nature of our work. 

“We do not have a culture of sickness here 
in Kent and in fact have an award-winning 
programme that looks at health interven¬ 
tions and fitness management, all com¬ 
mended by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary.” 

Ann Barnes, chairman of the Kent Police 
Authority, said the cost of recruiting new 
police officers could potentially be higher 
than paying overtime. 

She said: “The nature of police work 
means some departments may be called on 
24/7 to protect the public. Home Office min¬ 
isters recognise forces may have to resort to 
overtime to provide a specific operational 
response. 

“Let’s also remember that the officers do 
need some form of recompense for their 
work as it does impact on their private life.” 

She continued: “Overtime can often end 
up being better value for money as it’s not 
affected by sickness or annual leave. 

“At first glance the figures do appear 
high, but the authority has looked closely at 
this and when you break it down the aver¬ 
age overtime for a police officer amounts to 
just 22 minutes a day. 

“I have to stress that by law police officers 
are not allowed to claim for the first 30 min¬ 
utes of casual overtime. 

“In theory this means overtime costs 
incurred by the police authority should be 
substantially higher - so taxpayers aren’t 
actually getting too bad a deal.”

Red pandas Killer blow to 
finding love arts groups

The bamboo-munching mammals are 
endangered and experts at Port Lympne 
Wild Animal Park are hoping the pair will 
breed. 

Matchmaking conservation workers at the 
park near Hythe introduced the female 
panda Shu Fang to new resident Yoda. 

Red pandas are native to China, India, 
Laos, Nepal, Burma and the Himalayas in 
Bhutan. 

There is currently an estimated population 
of less than 2,500 in the wild. 

Deforestation in their homelands and the 
fact that their fur is traditionally used in cul¬ 
tural ceremonies, including weddings in 
China as good luck charms, has led to the 
species being under threat of extinction.

THEATRE and arts organisations have been 
delivered a massive blow with the Arts 
Council withdrawing their funding. 

The quango confirmed on Friday it was 
stopping more than £200,000 of funding to 
five organisations, including the Gulbenkian 
Theatre in Canterbury and Trinity Theatre 
in Tunbridge Wells. 

The cuts are likely to mean both theatres 
will have to reduce programmes, as well as 
almost certainly sounding the death knell for 
the Chalkfoot Theatre Arts company. 

More than 200 organisations across the 
country learned on Friday that they were to 
lose their main source of funding. 

Chalkfoot spokeswoman Claudia Leaf said: 
‘We will look for alternative funding from 
some charitable trusts, but there are more 
than 200 organisations doing the same.” 

The Canterbury-based Anne Peaker 
Centre for the Arts in Criminal Justice and 
the Kent Architecture Centre in Chatham 
have also lost their Arts Council funding.

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Elderly need 
better support 

A CHARITY has called for a radical rethink 
in the way social care is provided after a 
report highlighted glaring variations across 
local authorities. 

The social care watchdog, Commission for 
Social Care Inspection, found that people 
not receiving support from councils are 
struggling with a poor quality of life. 

Counsel and Care, a national charity that 
supports older people and their families, 
said a crisis of funding has resulted in 
“forgotten” elderly people unable to access 
the support they need. 

But Kent County Council said the author¬ 
ity, which has maintained a ‘moderate’ level 
of need criteria, was ahead of others 
that only provide for the most frail and ill 
elderly people. 

Police hunting 
teen pervert 

A TEENAGER is being hunted by police 
after two sex incidents in Chatham. 

Police believe the incidents - a sexual 
assault and an indecent exposure - may be 
linked and have issued a description of the 
suspect. 

The first took place near Boundary Road 
at around 8.15am on Wednesday. A teenage 
boy attacked 21-year-old woman as she 
walked to the station. He ran off after she 
shouted at him. 

The second happened at 8.05am on 
Thursday. A teenage boy exposed himself to 
a 22-year-old woman on her way to work. 

Police described the suspect as a black 
male, aged 14-15, possibly wearing a school 
uniform that consists of a black or navy blue 
blazer, grey trousers and red and yellow tie. 

Thefts a real 
drain on funds 

THE disappearance of roadside furniture 
such as drain covers and iron signs is cost¬ 
ing a small fortune. 

An estimated £34,000 was lost last year 
due to the theft and vandalism of equipment. 

Norman Bateman, of Kent Highways 
Services, said: “This is obviously a serious 
matter. Apart from putting a strain on our 
funds to replace the items it is extremely 
dangerous to remove road signs that are 
there to protect the safety of road users.” 

He added: ‘We make every effort to iden¬ 
tify and replace stolen items as quickly as 
possible, but we do also rely on members of 
the public to let us know if they see that 
items are missing.

New book reveals the 

true stories of young 
refugees in our county

THE stories of children who come 
to Kent from far-flung places 
around the globe to escape hard¬ 
ship or to seek an education have 
been revealed in a new book. 

Some are extraordinary tales of survival 
and sacrifice, others of struggling to fit into 
an alien culture without losing the parts of 
their identity that link them to their past. 

Young Diasporas: Longing and Belonging, 
which was compiled and edited by Tasos 
Papadimitriou, has been designed primarily 
as a teaching device for a range of age 
groups and covers curriculum topics such as 
identity and diversity, citizenship and per¬ 
sonal development. 

Mr Papadimitriou, who has just completed 
a PhD at the University of Kent in sociology, 
spoke passionately about his project. 

He said: “At the beginning of the project I 
thought the outcome would be doom and 
gloom with stories of racism and bullying. 

“But what is great is that what comes across 
is they are kids with hopes and aspirations, 
problems and difficulties, just like everyone 
else. You tend to apply different labels to them 
- refugees, immigrants, gypsies or asylum 
seekers. People think of them as a burden and 
a source of problems or as victims. 

“They are normal kids who want to get on 
with life in a safe and inclusive society, who 
want to hold onto their own culture and 
background, but more than anything just 
want to be free to fulfil their potential.” 

Misconceptions 

The 35-year-old, who lives in Whitstable, 
said although the children’s stories are often 
about the racism and bullying they have 
experienced they also show their courage 
and optimism. 

The book tells the stories of 18 young peo¬ 
ple who do normal things like go to school 
and college, want to meet girls or get 
boyfriends, but who have often seen and 
experienced things that adults and children 
here could not even imagine, he said. 

The Athens-born teacher said people often

have misconceptions or are ignorant about 
people or children that come to the UK from 
other countries. 

He said: “No one travels in the back of a 
lorry from Afghanistan to come here and 
claim benefits. They want to contribute 
things as much as everyone else - not live off 
the state and scrounge. 

‘We should do the decent thing and enable 
them to get an education and survive. The 
altruism and selflessness these children 
express is very different to what people think.” 

Mr Papadimitriou said that unaccompa¬ 
nied minors only receive very basic support 
from the state, including £45 a week, saying 
it was nothing compared to the benefits they 
get simply from being safe and being given 
the chance of an education.

CASE STUDIES 


AZIZ travelled alone for four months in a 
lorry from Afghanistan to Birmingham to 
escape the fighting just over a year ago. 

He struggled to find help and didn’t 
understand English. But since coming to 
Canterbury three months ago he has start¬ 
ed studying English at college so he can 
get a job, he said. 

The 17-year-old said: “I don’t go hungry 
anymore, but there isn’t any money left to 
buy clothes. My shoes were torn and I didn’t 
have money to get new ones for a long time.” 

His brother and father died of tuberculo¬ 
sis in Afghanistan and his mother remarried 
a man who “was not good to me”, he said. 

He told how, because there are no schools 
or colleges in his war-torn homeland, he is 
only now learning to read and write. 

HALAT is from Iraqi Kurdistan and lives in 
Dover. The 14-year-old told how she was 
bullied for a while when she first went to 
school because “I wasn’t English”. 

Her wish is for peace in Iraq and to go to 
university. 

She said: “Here it’s mostly English people 
and sometimes they don’t treat you the same 
way. But I feel that I belong here. I’d like to get 
married and have children here, but my hus¬ 
band would have to be Iraqi, to have the 
same background and thinking as me. 

“And when the children are older, I’d like to 
move back to Iraq. I don’t want them to go 
through some of the things [bullying] I did.” 

SINAPOYA told how he fled Iran to escape 
its restrictive Islamic regime. 

The 17-year-old was forced to leave 
behind his mother and sister in Tehran in 
order find freedom. 

He said: “My dad works for the secret 
police and is very religious. I couldn’t listen 
to music, I couldn’t do anything. 

“At school I was the top goal scorer in 
Tehran, but then my dad said the manager 
was no good, so I had to stop. If they don’t 
like your clothes and your hair or see you 
looking at a girl the police can take you and 
beat you up.” 

Now living in Ashford he goes to college 
and nightclubs, but says he doesn’t drink or 
smoke and plays the keyboard and drums.

“Our ambulance crews are able to prevent 
further spread of infection through deep clean¬ 
ing and using the latest professional methods,” 
he said. 

“However, the vast majority of ill or vulner¬ 
able people are transported independently by 
relatives, friends or work colleagues, many of 
whom wouldn’t even give a thought to wash¬ 
ing their hands before helping them.” 


Mr Turley added: “In everyday fife we should 
all strive to be hygienic in our homes and places 
of work, most especially when we have vulner¬ 
able people around us. Hand hygiene is vital 
and washing your hands with liquid soap and 
water is the most effective method. Hand clean¬ 
ing gel is a good alternative.” 

Everyone visiting or supporting a sick rela¬ 
tive either in hospital, a residential home or 
their own home must clean their hands before 
they come into contact with them, he urged.

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As Tonbridge heist robbers begin long prison 


Dramatic investigation 


THE raid on the Securitas 
depot at Tonbridge - 
Britain’s biggest-ever cash 
robbery - captured the 
public’s imagination. 

But the police officers that inves¬ 
tigated the £53 million heist have 
warned against any romantic 
notions of the crime. 

Detective Sergeant Andy Nicoll 
was the first member of the inves¬ 
tigating team to get a call about 
the robbery. 

“It is really important that peo-

pie don’t start thinking about the 
gang as Robin Hood characters,” 
he said. “I do not recall Robin Hood 
kidnapping a child at gunpoint. 

“We must remember the victims 
and what they have been through.” 

DS Nicoll described his first 
impressions when he heard about 
the robbery. 

“I was told there had been a kid¬ 
napping and a bit of money had 
been stolen, maybe as much as a

million,” he said. It was not until he 
reached the depot that he discovered 
just how much had been taken. 

Detective Chief Inspector Nicky 
Kiell was working in Ashford when 
the Dixons were kidnapped on 
Tuesday, February 21 - a prelude to 
the robbery the next day. 

Exhilarating 

On Saturday, February 25 she 
was called and asked to join the inves¬ 
tigating team. DCI Kiell was given the 
brief to look at Stuart Royle and later 
the inside man. 

“This is the fastest moving inquiry I 
have ever worked on, with information 
coming in at an incredibly fast pace,” 
she said. “It was exhilarating and very 
exciting.” 

But she added: “None of us involved 
in the investigation have ever lost 
sight of the human side of this crime. 


It is not just about the money.” 

PC Bob Kelly described the moment 
the people held hostage by the robbers 
at the depot saw CCTV footage of 
their ordeal. 

“It was the first time they had seen 
the CCTV footage of the events within 
the depot on the night of the robbery” 
he said. “It was clearly very traumatic 
for them.” 

PC Brian Smith and DC Alastair 
Worton worked on the investigation 
as exhibits officers. This meant they 
were tasked with cataloguing the 
huge amount of evidence that was 
seized - 13,019 different items, not 
including the cash. 

They were also responsible for 
ensuring it was all stored safely and 
that relevant bits made it to court. 

DC Worton has previously worked 
as an exhibits officer on two other 
cases, but they paled into insignifi¬ 


cance compared to the amount of 
work needed for the Securitas case. 

“This one was immense,” he said. 
“There was an incredible amount of 
exhibits, filling at least two rooms and 
a 40ft by 8ft shipping container. 

“As an exhibits officer, this is the 
largest amount of exhibits I have had 
to deal with. I don’t believe I will ever 
see anything of this magnitude for a 
very long time - if at all.” 

PC Smith and DC Worton describe 
the robbery investigation as “intense”. 
PC Smith, who only finished his train¬ 
ing as an exhibits officer a couple of 
weeks before the robbery, said: “At the 
beginning the exhibits were coming in 
thick and fast. We were working very 
long days just to get it all logged.”

Family continues to pay for ordeal 


THE victims of the Securitas gang 
have spoken out about their ordeal. 

Depot manager Colin Dixon, his 
wife Lynn and their family have had 
to move away from their family home 
in Heme Bay and begin new lives 
abroad with new identities. 

The gang kidnapped the Dixons and 
threatened them with death to force 


Mr Dixon to cooperate as they stole 
£53 million in cash. 

Mrs Dixon, 46, told the Old Bailey: 
‘We have had to leave our home we 
have lived in for 20 years. 

We have been relocated a number 
of times. We have been estranged from 
our family and friends. The conse¬ 
quences of what these people did have 


changed our lives completely” 

She added: “It still horrifies me what 
those people did to my child. It’s a hor¬ 
rific experience for a child.” 

Mr Dixon said after the raid: “The 
terror of what happened is with us 
every waking moment.” 

The family have been placed in the 
Witness Protection Scheme.

A FILM telling the story of the £53 million 
Securitas raid is being made for Channel 4. 

Oxford Films, the production company 
behind the 1995 Oscar-winning Restoration 
and 1998’s Oscar-nominated Hilary and Jackie, 
is making a 90-minute drama about Britain’s 
biggest-ever cash robbery. 

Five men responsible for the February 2006 
raid in Tonbridge have been given jail terms 
adding up to 140 years. 

They were convicted this week of conspiracy 
to kidnap, conspiracy to rob and conspiracy to 
possess a firearm. 

Patrick Forbes, of Oxford Films, is the pro¬ 
posed director of the drama. 

He said a script for the film had been started, 
but the company was waiting for legal barriers 
to be removed before going further. 

“I would imagine it will be between nine 
months and a year,” he said. 

“Until we know where we are legally we don’t 
know what we can and can’t dramatise.” 

The five men jailed this week were told by a 
judge they will serve a minimum of 70 years 
behind bars. 

Stuart Royle, 49, of Allen Street, Maidstone, 
Lea Rusha, 35, of Lambersart Close, 
Southborough, Jetmir Bucpapa, 26, of Hadlow 
Road, Tonbridge, and Roger Coutts, 30, of 
The Green, Welling, will each serve a minimum 
of 15 years. 

Emir Hysenaj, 28, of New Road, 
Crowborough, East Sussex, will serve a mini¬ 
mum of 10 years. 

They had all denied conspiracy to kidnap, 
conspiracy to rob and conspiracy to possess 
firearms. 

The judge recommended deportation for 
Bucpapa and Hysenaj, who are both Albanian, 
after they serve their sentences. 

Dramatic CCTV images from the 
Securitas depot showed the robbers hold¬ 
ing staff hostage as they loaded cash into 
the back of a lorry in the early hours of 
February 22. 

Rusha was one of two gang members 
who dressed up as a police officer to kid¬ 
nap the depot’s manager Colin Dixon and 
then his family at gunpoint. 

The Dixon family was taken to the depot 
and tied up, along with 14 terrified workers. 

The hostages were imprisoned in cash 
storage cages and warned by the gang 
that they knew where they lived. 

Camera footage showed the robbers 
carrying guns including an AK47 assault 
rifle, Skorpion machine pistol and pump- 
action shotgun. 

Hysenaj was the gang’s inside man. The 
Securitas worker filmed inside the depot 
using a hi-tech video camera the size of a 
50p coin, which was attached to his belt. 

The robbery was stunning due to the 
huge amount of cash stolen - and it seems 
that the robbers themselves were taken 
aback at their haul. They left behind more 
than £150m because they couldn’t fit any¬ 
more into their lorry. 

Prosecutor Sir John Nutting said in court 
that the gang was driven by the lure of “lux¬ 
ury, ease and idleness”. 

The robbers were willing to target the

“innocent and vulnerable” to achieve that goal, 
he said. 

Kent Police’s Chief Constable Mike Fuller 
said he was “delighted” with the jail terms 
given out this week. 

He praised the response from the Kent pub¬ 
lic, which combined with good forensics work 
by his officers helped catch the five men. 

Mr Fuller said: “Even though the robbery had 
been meticulously planned, it meant we could 
move far faster than the criminals thought we 
would. 

“We were able to panic them into making 
mistakes that we were able to exploit.” 

He used a tactic developed while investigat¬ 
ing gun crime in the capital to cause panic 
among the gang members. 

“It’s about transferring the fear,” he said, “to 
ensure the criminals were in fear, not the 
victims.” 

He said police were following several leads to 
recover the missing money. £17million has 
been found but more than £32m of the stolen 
cash is still missing. 


“The danger is that it could be used to fund 
other criminal activity, which obviously I don’t 
want,” said Mr Fuller. 

Police suspect that Sean Lupton, 47, is 
thought to have fled to Cyprus with a chunk of 
the stolen cash. 

The builder from Whitstable was originally 
arrested for conspiring to commit robbery, but 
was last seen in December 2006. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mick Judge, who 
led Kent Police’s investigation into the 
Securitas raid, said: “We do believe some of 
the money has gone with Lupton to Cyprus.” 

Mr Fuller said the five convictions demon¬ 
strated that “we can deal with large-scale com¬ 
plex investigations... and we have the 
resources and capability to do that”. 

The judge in the case this week praised offi¬ 
cers, who he said investigated the robbery 
“with considerable skill, speed and resolution.” 

John Fowler, 59, of Chart Hill Road, 
Staplehurst, and Keith Borer, 54, of Hempstead 
Lane, Maidstone, were cleared of involvement 
in the robbery.

TRAIN operator Southeastern has 
made more than £1 million in prof¬ 
it every month since it took over 
the rail franchise in 2006. 

Figures obtained by Kent on Sunday show 
the company, which operates train services in 
and out of Kent, made a total of £17.8m in 
post-tax profit in its first 15 months up to June 
30 last year. 

Department for Transport projections also 
show that Southeastern was due to receive 
around £161m in taxpayer subsidies over the 
same period - more than £10m a month. 

As well as the huge subsidies, the company 
introduced massive fare increases last month 
that saw some ticket prices rise by more than 
10 per cent. 

In the same period, Southeastern’s revenue 
was nearly £687m, indicating the subsidies 
accounted for nearly a quarter of its income. 

The company has come under fire from 
politicians, passenger groups and commuters 
in recent weeks for not providing value 
for money. 

Roger Gale, Conservative MP for North 
Thanet, said he feared the figures indicated 
that passengers were to continue to “pay more 
and get less” in the years ahead. 

He said: “The worrying thing about all this is 
that if they want to maintain this level of 
income they are going to have to milk the 
revenue from the fast link for all it’s worth. 

“Their subsidy is due to diminish year on year 
and they will want to make up the shortfall. 

“If they are making that profit then the 
subsidy ought to be going into improving the 
service. We have not seen any great 
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improvements, certainly not in 
east Kent.” 

Mr Gale asked the 
Department for Transport last 
month what percentage of the 
company’s income came from 
subsidies. Minister Tom 
Howard responded that the 
information was “commercially 
sensitive”. 

Mr Gale said the department 
“had not been forthcoming” and 
suggested the Government 
may have found the result 
“embarrassing” because it 
highlighted people were “pay¬ 
ing more for less”. 

Last week, KoS revealed 
Southeastern to be one of the 
worst rail firms in the country 
- 17th out of 21 - for customer 
satisfaction. 

Investment 

A survey by Passenger Focus, 
conducted before the fares 
increased last month, showed 
that more than a third of 
Southeastern customers felt 
they were not getting value for 
money. 

Since publishing the story, 
KoS has been inundated 
with comments from weary 
commuters. 

Peter Gillard-Moss, from 
West Mailing, wrote to say that 
he wouldn’t mind Southeastern 
making large profits if he could 
see evidence of investment. 

He said: “Unfortunately 
there is none, despite more and 
more development in Kent the 


services are just becoming 
more and more overcrowded. 

“Also, as a daily commuter to 
London, I have never seen a 
survey go out at peak times, 
but have received three when I 
have taken the train at obscure 
hours of the weekend.” 

Ian Rashbrook, from Swanley, 
blamed the Conservatives for 
privatising the railways. 

He said: “It is a bit rich to 
hear Kent Tories criticising the 
lack of accountability and the 
profits of train operators like 
Southeastern. 

“In case they have forgotten, 
British Rail operated Network 
South East without subsidy. 
InterCity and rail freight made 
profits. Only the rural network 
operated by Regional Railways 
required taxpayer support.” 

Ray Jones, from Cuxton, said 
his £69 monthly early bird 
ticket to London from Sidcup 
has been scrapped, meaning he 
now has to pay £109. 

He added: “I have no choice 
other than to travel on 
Southeastern trains. When I get 
my train home from Cannon 
Street, I often see numerous 
Southeastern platform staff 
standing around chatting. 

“It seems that possibly reduc¬ 
ing staffing levels at large 
London stations could result in 
savings that - perish the 
thought - could be passed on to 
the consumer.”

PARLIAMENT and the public 
should have more powers to ban 
films featuring violent and sexual 
material, a Conservative MP has 
urged. 

Julian Brazier has called for stricter 
controls over what films and video games 
can be bought in shops and said there had 
been a marked increase in the amount of 
“ghastly” content over the past few years. 

“I think we need to focus on the link 
between these ghastly videos and films and 
violence,” said the MP for Canterbury 
and Whitstable. 

“The fact is that if people, not even young¬ 
sters, watch a diet of hard pom and violence 
they are more likely to go out and commit 
violent offences. There is clear statistical 
evidence,” he said. 

Mr Brazier was very critical of the British 
Board of Film Classification (BBFC) and the 
way it is mn and how it determines the 
entertainment that is available to the public. 

In a Private Member’s Bill, he has set out 
plans to make the BBFC more accountable 
to Parliament - through the Home Affairs 
select committee - and members of the 
public, who would be able to appeal against 
BBFC decisions. 

The move has been met with resistance 
from the censor, industry figures and advo¬ 
cates of freedom of expression. 

Derek Malcolm, a leading film critic, said: “I 
think the censorship board is doing a pretty 
good job and its remit should not be changed. 
I completely disagree with what he wants.” 

Mr Malcolm, who lives in Deal, said he 
agreed that there was too much needless 
violence in films, but did not believe the 
answer was to ban them. 

He added: “This is extraordinarily reac¬ 
tionary. I don’t really believe people copy 
what they see in the movies.” 

The writer said if people were incensed 
about a certain film and its content and 
kicked up enough fuss it would put pressure 
on the BBFC to force changes to a film’s 
content. 

A spokeswoman for the BBFC said Mr 


Brazier’s concerns over the appointment of 
the board’s president and vice president 
were addressed by the fact the Secretary of 
State for Culture, Media and Sport already 
has to approve the appointments under the 
Video Recording Act 1984. 

“We are very tough on violence and things 
which are likely to be copied by people,” said 
the spokeswoman. 

“Guidelines are drawn up through public 
consultation. It has very clearly shown that 
adults want to be able to choose their own 
entertainment - provided it is not illegal or 
harmful. 

Cannibal 

“It is difficult to turn around in the 21st 
century and say you cannot watch this.” 

Recent media reports have focused on the 
fact that SS Experiment Camp - a film 
which was previously banned in the UK - is 
now available to buy in shops. 

The low-budget 1970s film shows 
Holocaust victims forced to have sex with 
Nazi commandants and face torture and 
death if they refuse to collaborate. 


Mr Brazier, who has seen the film, said: “It 
is tacky and poorly made and I’d be the first 
to say it’s unrealistic, but the fact is there are 
scenes that show the torture of women and 
in a way that potential rapists would find 
the torture scenes sexy. 

“We have got to accept the fact we’ve 
become conditioned to violence in society 
and these DVDs and films are playing an 
important role in that.” 

The BBFC spokeswoman pointed out that 
the film had been available since 2005. 

She added: “It is extremely tasteless and 
risible. It is not something we needed to 
intervene on. 

“The film’s been out there a number of 
years and there’s no evidence that anyone has 
been harmed or influenced by it,” she said. 

She added: ‘To prevent adults from choosing 
their own entertainment to prevent a small 
proportion having access is an extreme move 
to make.”

SS EXPERIMENT Camp is a 
prime example of a genre of films 
known as video nasties that 
sparked a moral panic across 
Britain in the late 1970s and 
early 80s. 

Although violence in the cinema 
had been a concern for many 
years, the lack of censorship rules 
for videos raised fears they were 
falling into the hands of children. 

The outcry surrounding the films, 
which included Cannibal Holocaust, 
I Spit On Your Grave, Driller Killer 
and The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, 
led to the introduction of the Video 


Recordings Act 1984. 

Under the legislation many of 
the films were banned. 

But society’s views about what 
constitutes obscenity and what is 
suitable for public consumption 
have since liberalised. 

This has meant the BBFC has 
been able to relax its guidelines - 
most significantly in response to a 
public consultation in 2000. 

A string of video nasties have 
been re-released. But some, such 
as Love Camp 7 which like SS 
involves Nazis raping and tortur¬ 
ing women, remain banned. 


THE BBFC was established 
in 1912. 

The board recommended 
certain cuts to be made in 
films in order for them to pass 
certification levels. 

It was then up to local 
authorities to decide whether 
or it would be shown in their 
areas. 

When The Exorcist was 
released in 1973, enterprising 
cinema managers organised 
buses to transport film fans to 
other picture houses where 
the film was not banned. 


Statutory powers on film 
remain with local authorities, 
which can overrule any of 
the board’s decisions - for 
example passing films they 
have banned or rejecting 
those passed. 

The film industry itself 
formed the BBFC. 

It has remained an inde¬ 
pendent, non-governmental 
organisation and is financed 
from the fees it charges for 
classifying films and videos. 

It is run on a not-for-profit 
basis. 
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County Hall hopes 
to be stargazing 


KENT County Council is await¬ 
ing the findings of a pivotal 
inspection by the public spending 
watchdog. 

The Audit Commission’s annual 
Comprehensive Performance 
Assessment (CPA) for local 
authorities will be published this 
Thursday. 

A spokesman for the commis¬ 
sion explained how the CPA rat¬ 
ings pull together the results from 
a range of assessments carried 
out by the watchdog, including 
use of resources, and the findings 
of other inspectorates - such as 
Ofsted - to provide a complete pic¬ 
ture of how well a council is per¬ 
forming. 

The highest priority is given to 
level one services, which includes 
education, and performing badly 
on these can impact on a council’s 
overall star rating, he said. 


Under the leadership of Cllr 
Paul Carter and chief executive 
Peter Gilroy, KCC was awarded 
the highest CPA star rating of 
four for 2006. They will be hoping 
to maintain that status. 

Stephen Mead, who is the com¬ 
mission’s area performance lead 
for Kent, co-ordinated KCC’s star 
ratings inspections. 

Finances 

The commission is responsible 
for ensuring public money is 
spent economically, efficiently and 
effectively. 

This week, it was revealed that 
Kent was among the 40 best 
financially managed councils in 
the country in the commission’s 
use of resources report.

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Reorganisation 
of 11-plus faces 
a testing time 


PLANS to move the 11-plus 
exam forward by three 
months have sparked objec¬ 
tions from schools and cam¬ 
paigners who claim it will 
disadvantage poorer pupils. 

Currently 10 and 11 year-olds sit 
the Kent Test in January and must 
apply for secondary school places 
before they receive their results. 

Under new plans by Kent County 
Council, children would sit the exams 
at the start of the school year in 
September, allowing parents to know 
the results before applying to second¬ 
ary schools. 

Cllr Mark Dance, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for schools, 
said allowing parents to know their 
child’s results before applying to sec¬ 
ondary schools would give them 
greater choice. 

He also said it would cause less dis¬ 
ruption to the school year than sitting 
the tests in January 

Of the 65 secondary school authori¬ 
ties that responded to a KCC consul¬ 
tation, 22, including three grammar 
schools, raised objections. Three of 
these later withdrew their objections. 

A common complaint among these 
schools was that children whose par¬ 
ents could not afford private tuition 
over the summer holidays would be 
put at a disadvantage. 

Others argued that children, espe¬ 
cially boys, were not fully developed in 
September, 
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school campaign group Stop the 
Eleven Plus, said the policy would be 
“at the expense of children from 
more deprived backgrounds”. 

He said: “All children go backwards 
during the summer holidays because 
they are less in the habit of school. 
The better-off parents will overcome 
that by some intensive coaching. 

“I suspect one result of the change 
will be fewer children of poorer back¬ 
grounds at grammar schools.” 

He said it would ruin the summer 
holidays of many children because 
they will be more stressed. 

The proposal to move the exam for¬ 
ward prompted many responses on 
our website, www.kentnews.co.uk. 

Barbaric 

Linda Casey, from Maidstone, said: 
“Kent is now encouraging parents to 
make decisions when a child is nine 
years old, further reinforcing the 
social divisions in state-funded edu¬ 
cation in Kent as the wealthy will 
buy ‘success’ through summer 
schools and private tuition. 

“There is no educational justifica¬ 
tion for this, no legal obligation to do 
so and it is frankly barbaric.” 

Christine Angell, from Dartford, 
commented: “I hope the plans for 
bringing the 11-plus selection test 
forward to September are reconsid¬ 
ered. It is unrealistic for youngsters 
and their parents to go through the 
trauma of this test just after their 
summer break. 

“For some children no doubt their 
summer will be spent in ‘crammer’ 
classes, rather than having the well- 
deserved break they need. Childhood 
is short enough, we should not add 
yet more stress at the beginning of a 
new school year. Better still - why 
not do away with it altogether?” 

Peter Read, the independent Kent 
education advisor, said the move to 


give families choice before results 
was “a very good thing” but he raised 
concerns about the timing of tests so 
soon after the summer holidays. 

The former headteacher said: “All 
research shows that there is a falling 
off in children’s progress over the 
long summer holiday and it often 
takes a month or more to recover it. 

‘Unfortunately, what will happen is 
those parents who arrange private 
tuition for their children will take this 
up in a concentrated form over the 
summer (poor children), thus widen¬ 
ing the gap with the majority (I think) 
who don’t or can’t take up tuition. 

“The local authority does not 
approve of schools coaching for the 
11-plus for a whole host of good rea¬ 
sons, so un-coached children are at a 
double disadvantage. 

“Medway has solved the problem 
by testing in November, but I under¬ 
stand it is impossible for KCC to go 
down this route because of its need 
to liaise with other local authorities 
to offer places in March.” 

Cllr Dance played down the con¬ 
cerns and said pupils would not need 
private tuition to do well in the exams. 

He said: “In the last couple of 
weeks of the holidays children just 
need 20 minutes or half an hour a 
day of revision, just to get them men¬ 
tally back into it. 

“What’s happening at the moment 
is there is a huge amount of tutoring 
in west Kent compared to east Kent. 
It is going on as we speak, although 
I wouldn’t like to speculate as to why 
that is.” 

He added that a child’s mental 
development should not be an issue 
because all children would still be 
tested at the same time. 

He also said that students were in 
a “world market” and argued that 
parents in China and India were 
keen to get their children to “get in 
and studjf’. 
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Geldof sporting 
‘brutal’ medal 


KILLER: King Leopold II 


SIR Bob Geldof has been 
spotted wearing what 
appeared to be a medal cre¬ 
ated by a king whose regime 
killed millions of Africans. 

The multi-millionaire anti¬ 
poverty campaigner from 
Faversham wore the Order 
of Leopold II, among other 
medals, at a society event in 
Vienna last week. 

King Leopold II was the 
King of Belgium who led the 
colonisation of what was 
then the Congo Free State in 
the late 19th century. 

The regime used forced 
labour to harvest rubber in 
the central African nation, 
and has been blamed for the 


deaths of as many as 10 mil¬ 
lion Congolese men and 
women. 

It was brutal in the way it 
pursued its aims, with rap¬ 
ing and pillaging common 
practice among soldiers who 
often cut off the right hands 
of natives who did not meet 
their rubber quotas. 

Mr Geldof, whose grandfa¬ 
ther emigrated to Ireland 
from Belgium, was given the 
award from the Belgian gov¬ 
ernment for his work to help 
starving Africans. 

He had previously criti¬ 
cised Leopold II and has 
avoided wearing the medal 
in public.

I READ last Sunday the report 
that the 11-plus exam may be 
moved to September with mixed 
feelings, and on seeing some of 
your reaction to the news, I realise 
that I’m not alone. 

Being the mum of two lads who had to go 
through the process a few years ago, I really 
sympathise with those parents, and more 
importantly children, who are facing what I 
can only call a rather horrific ordeal. 

In our experience of having two children who 
are completely different academically, the 
nightmare begins when the decision has to be 
made if they are to sit the test or not. 

The stigma that was felt when our eldest boy 
had decided not to take the exam was 
immense. But then weighing that up against 
the pressure of the youngest, who did choose to 
take it, I’m really not sure on reflection 
whether either choice is a particularly nice one 
to make. 

The entire selection process to us was quite 
harrowing, with the future of our child’s educa¬ 
tion hanging in the balance. 

Ludicrous 

It all depended on the name of the school we 
put at the top of a piece of paper. Not knowing 
his test results we were faced with the dilem¬ 
ma of which school to choose. The selection 
procedure meant that if we put down a gram¬ 
mar school as our first choice, then that would 
totally eliminate the chance of any other, as we 
saw it, appropriate choice of school for him. 

With our children bom in July and August, 
we were acutely aware of the continuous catch 
up that these younger ‘summer babies’ seemed 
to have thrust upon them through their entire 
education. So the thought of a September 
exam sitting of the 11-plus would terrify me. 

I couldn’t agree more with the comment that 
Linda Casey of Maidstone made on our web¬ 
site, www.kentnews.co.uk, when she pointed 
out that parents are now being encouraged to 
make decisions when a child is as young as 
nine years old. As she suggests - and I know 
from fellow parents of my boys’ primary school 
- they feel pressured to ‘buy’ success for their 
child through summer schools and private 
tuition. 

As Michael Jones of Ashford says, “children 
get out of the habit of school work during the 
long summer holiday, it is incredibly difficult 
to get children back to the thought process of 
learning after such a long break”. 

Of course it makes perfect sense that parents 
and children alike should make the informed 
decision of which school to choose, once they are 
armed with the results of the test. Making that 
decision without knowing the outcome of the 
exam always stmck me as ludicrous. 

So, when should the children take the test? 
Is January too late, and September too early? 
Not knowing sufficiently about the system in 
detail, I would not claim to have the answer, 
but surely there has to be simple solution. 

Forgive me, but why couldn’t the system that 
I grew up with here in Kent be reinstated?

Every single one of us sat the 11-plus, with 
no-one given the opportunity to opt out, and it 
was simply seen as another part of primary 
school education. Surely then the pressure of 
deciding would be lifted, and the stigma or 
whether a child did decide to sit the test or not 
would be gone. 

Selective 

I wouldn’t want to appear hypocritical, when 
my children have indeed chosen the path of 
selective education. Matt attends a local 
Catholic comprehensive here in the county, 
and Mike is at a boys’ grammar school. But 
believe me, it was not an easy choice for either 
boy and, I can assure you, not one I would ever 
like to repeat. 

Oh, and by the way, yes I did take my 11-plus 
- and no, I didn’t pass.

Attack on drinking culture 


THE Government’s introduc¬ 
tion of 24-hour drinking has 
made the streets less safe - 
according to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. 

Dr Rowan Williams hit out 
at Labour’s policy saying 
there had been a failure to 
tackle Britain’s culture of 
binge drinking - evidence of 
which he said was rife in the 
cathedral city. 

He said: “I think it has had 
an effect of making less safe 
and less civil our public space 
in many, many contexts 
including Canterbury. 

“There is a whole culture of 
alcohol abuse which this coun¬ 
try has failed to tackle and the 
24-hour drinking thing is just 
the tip of the iceberg.” 

His outcry has come as a 


blow to the Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown who is going to 
announce that round-the- 
clock drinking is here to stay. 

Only minor changes will be 
made to the 24-7 licensing 
laws, reports have said. 

But the Archbishop’s com¬ 
ments reflect the findings of a 
recent crime report. 

Drink-related offences rose 
by 64,000 to 1,087,000 in the 
first fhll year of the new law 
being in force, the British 
Crime Survey found. 

The Government’s original 
intention in introducing the 
law was that Britain would 
develop the kind of cafe culture 
found across the Continent. 

In an interview to mark the 
fifth anniversary of his 
enthronement he also spoke 


out against plans to combine 
the DNA of humans and ani¬ 
mals in the hope of creating 
new treatments for diseases 
such as Alzheimer’s and 
Parkinson’s. 

Dr Williams went on to talk 
about Muslim and Christian 
relations and commented on 
the Bishop of Rochester Dr 
Michael Nazir-Ali’s claim that 
Islamic extremists had creat¬ 
ed “no-go areas” for non- 
Muslims. 

He said: “The phrase gives a 
very unfortunate impres¬ 
sion. .. a lot of Muslims will 
say well there are no-go areas 
for us in British society, in 
some ways, so if the question 
is about how do we overcome 
mutual isolation, that is a 
very good question.”

Monty tells story 
behind county’s 
garden paradise 


THE beloved garden where 
aristocratic lesbian writer Vita 
Sackville-West found freedom 
and inspiration has been 
praised as one of the finest in 
the world in a major new tele¬ 
vision series. 

Sissinghurst Gardens feature in 
Monty Don’s Around the World in 80 
Gardens. In the BBC2 series, the gar¬ 
dening guru takes in a wide-ranging 
variety of horticultural wonders from 
around the world. 

He said: “I am always more interested 
in people than plants. Nature doesn’t 
make gardens, people make gardens. 
And the story of a garden is always the 
story of a person.” 

Perhaps this is why he chose 
Sissinghurst with its fascinating and 
intriguing history. 

The husband and wife team of Harold 
Nicolson and Sackville-West created the 
world-famous gardens in the 1930s. 
Sackville-West was part of the

Bloomsbury Group of writers and 
artists and enjoyed an open marriage 
with Nicolson, a politician and journal¬ 
ist.

While Nicolson designed the layout it 
was Sackville-West who cultivated the 
garden and it has become known in the 
main as hers.

“Their influences will never go from 
here. Preserving the garden is an impor¬ 
tant part of my job and I work to keep its 
spirit alive without making into a muse¬ 
um.

Tory candidate’s ‘brief 
encounter’ with Labour 


A CONSERVATIVE parlia¬ 
mentary candidate has denied 
reports she tried to stand for 
the Labour Party in an election 
two years ago. 

Helen Grant, who was chosen 
last week as Ann Widdecombe’s 
successor to defend the 
Maidstone and Weald seat, said 
claims she had put herself for¬ 
ward as a Labour council candi¬ 
date in Croydon were false. 

She said: “It is absolutely not 
true. I did not even fill out an 
application form. 

“They [the Labour Party] 
were really trying to recruit 
me. I looked over an applica¬ 
tion form in 2004, but I never 
completed it.” 

Mrs Grant admitted she had 
been a member of the Reigate 
and Banstead branch of the 


Labour Party from mid-2004 
and that the Conservative 
Party had always known about 
her previous political affiliation. 

The family lawyer was 
accused of allowing Labour 
campaigners to use her compa¬ 
ny offices in Croydon for six- 
months in the approach to the 
2005 general election. 

“It is completely untrue. I can 
say that two people came in on 
one occasion in 2004, but they 
never returned. 

“The [Tory] party has always 
known of my brief involvement 
in the Labour party,” she said. 

Mrs Grant, who was brought 
up by a single mother on a 
council estate in Carlisle, 
stands to become Kent’s - and 
the Conservative’s - first black 
female MP.

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Schools face 
shortages of 
male teachers 


THREE quarters of new 
teachers starting work in 
Kent schools are women - 
raising fears that could chil¬ 
dren lack male role models 
in the classroom. 

New figures reveal 492 out of 671 
newly qualified teachers (73 per cent) 
starting work in Kent and Medway 
primaries and secondaries last year 
were women. 

In 2006, 517 out of 663 new teach¬ 
ers were female (78 per cent) and in 
2005, 510 out of 678 were women (75 
per cent). 

Rupert Bristow, director of educa¬ 
tion for the Diocese of Canterbury, 
said he was concerned about the fig¬ 
ures, which were obtained by Kent 
on Sunday using the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

He said: “The statistics are worry¬ 
ing, but not surprising in an era of rel¬ 
atively full employment and when 
the vocation to teach may be offset by 
the added pressures and perceived 
vulnerability of being a teacher today. 

“I would encourage both men and 
women with the calling and enthusi¬ 
asm to teach to persevere in their voca¬ 
tion, as we need a good mix of gifts and 
role models in all our schools.” 

At schools run by Kent County 
Council, most of the women teachers

starting work last year were at pri¬ 
mary schools (233, compared with 41 
men). 

There was more of a balance 
between male and female starters at 
KCC’s secondary schools, which took 
on 107 women teachers and 68 men. 

Cllr Mark Dance, KCC’s cabinet 
member for education operations, 
resources and skills, said: “We know 
there is an issue with the numbers of 
male teachers at primary schools. 

Man’s work 

‘This is a national issue and some¬ 
thing the Department for Children, 
Schools and Families and the 
Training and Development Agency 
are fully aware of and are addressing.” 

KCC sent delegates to Northern 
Ireland last month to encourage 
teachers to consider working at 
schools in Kent. 

A spokesman for Medway Council 
said one of the historic reasons that 
more women have become primary 
school teachers is because it has not 
been seen as a ‘man’s job’. 

The council is working with 
Canterbury Christchurch University 
to run taster days for male graduates 
interested in primary school teach¬ 


ing, to encourage them to apply for 
teacher training. 

“The reasons that there are more 
women in teaching are varied,” said 
the spokesman. 

“One is that traditionally primary 
teaching was not viewed as a ‘man’s 
job’, although this attitude is slowly 
changing. 

“Also, women are more attracted to 
teaching as the working hours fit in 
with childcare arrangements, which 
are generally still left to women. 

“Historically, men could earn more 
in industry than in teaching.” 

All newly qualified teachers, men 
or women, start on the same salary 
and are paid on the same salary scale 
throughout their career. 

The Training and Development 
Agency for Schools launched a 
national campaign on Thursday 
designed to recruit more than 36,000 
teachers. The agency said that grad¬ 
uates entering the profession could 
now expect a salary of more than 
£20,000, rising to £34,000. 

They are given £5,000 if they 
choose a ‘priority subject’, such as 
maths or science. Tax-free bursaries 
of up to £9,000 are being offered to 
people studying for a teaching quali¬ 
fication.

The gossip columnist Tim 
Walker wrote: “Jacqui Smith, the 
Home Secretary, may not feel safe 
wandering the streets of London’s 
East End - even presumably with 
her armed protection officers by 
her side - but the Duke of Kent 


would appear to be made of stern¬ 
er stuff. 

“It is believed to be the first time 
in 30 years that the duke had 
travelled on the Underground, 
but he clearly had no problem 
sharing a carriage with the hoi 
polloi.” 

Buckingham Palace said it was 
not without precedent for a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Family to travel 
by public transport.

He became Duke of 
Kent following the death of his 
father, Prince George, in 1942. 

He is married to Katharine

At Kent Highway Services we’re always 
looking to improve the way that we deliver 
services to you and an important part of that 
is knowing how well we’re doing and where 
we can improve. 

Each year we ask 1200 residents from across 
Kent to give us their views about the condition 
of roads, pavements and streetlights in the 
county. We measure our progress through 
something called ‘net satisfaction’. We calculate 
net satisfaction by taking the percentage of 
people who are dissatisfied with our service 
from the percentage who are satisfied. 

This leaves us with a true reflection of our 
performance by showing the balance between 
residents who are happy, those who are 
unhappy and those who are not sure. 

The good news is that you think we’re doing 
well and the net satisfaction figures for 2007 


are up on the previous year’s results. The net 
satisfaction for the condition of roads has 
gone up from minus 22 % in 2005 to plus 19 % 
in 2007 . 

It’s also good to know that nearly three-quarters 
of Kent’s residents have heard of Kent Highway 
Services and around one in ten residents have 
contacted us for information or to report 
something affecting the highway. 

However, we won’t be resting on our laurels 
and we know that there’s still plenty of room 
for improvement. We also still need your help 
to continue developing the way we deliver 
our services.

PIPKIN makes it clear 


At Kent Highway Services, we’re continually looking 
for ways to improve travel and transport in Kent and 
to make the best use of the funding and resources 
available to us. 

A new system called PIPKIN has been introduced to 
help us do just that in a more efficient and balanced 
way. PIPKIN is a computer programme that helps us 
to appraise and prioritise local transport 
improvement schemes. It’s one of four stages that we 
go through to produce a list of schemes that will be 
implemented during the year. 

The first stage of this process is identifying schemes 
for consideration. If you have an idea for a scheme in 
your area, you should contact your local Parish/Town 
Council first. This is an important step to make sure that 
requests reflect the wider view of the parish. 
Suggestions also come from County and District 
Members and district councils. We then liaise with 
those making the request and a PIPKIN assessment 
form is completed. 

Using the details of the assessment, PIPKIN checks 
how effectively each suggested scheme delivers against 
local, regional and national aims. The assessments 
are checked for consistency and accuracy and then 
compared on a countywide scale. This results in a 
priority list for our officers to recommend for approval. 





We’ve all heard the warnings about driving while using a handheld mobile 
phone, but there are still drivers out there flouting the law and risking the 
lives of themselves and other road users. Kent Police are particularly active 
looking for these selfish and irresponsible drivers. 

Did you know that using a handheld mobile phone while driving means your 
reaction times are 30 % slower than someone driving at the drink drive limit? 
Holding a mobile phone means that you only have one hand on the wheel 
and do not have maximum control of the vehicle. Crucially, it also means that 
there’s a visual and mental distraction as you are forced to concentrate on the 
conversation as well as driving, impairing your ability to drive safely. 

Unlike a conversation with a passenger, the person on the other end of the 
line is unaware of the road conditions and will talk at times when you need to 
focus on hazards such as a busy junction, when you are about to overtake or 
a child suddenly running out. 

Drivers caught using a handheld phone will be given a £60 fine and three 
points. However, in an incident where the use of a phone leads to a charge of 
careless or dangerous driving, the punishment could be much worse, 
including heavy fines, disqualification and imprisonment. The ultimate price 
is seriously injuring or killing yourself or others. 

Unfortunately, hands-free isn’t the answer. Even using a hands-free kit will impair 
your response times to a greater degree than someone at the drink drive limit. 
So is that phone call really worth it? Our message is switch off your phone 
before switching on your engine, because voicemail is a lifesaver. If you have 
to make a phone call during a journey, find a safe place to park and switch off 
your engine first.

SOME of the biggest names in 
British television have paid trib¬ 
ute to much-loved presenter 
Jeremy Beadle, who died this 
week from pneumonia. 

Mr Beadle, who grew up in Kent, died in 
north London on Wednesday aged 59. 

The star of hit shows Game for a Laugh, 
Pop the Question, Beadle’s About and 
You’ve Been Framed, was raised by his 
mother, aunt and grandmother in the Petts 
Wood estate near Bromley and he attended 
Orpington County Secondary Boys’ School. 

At the time of his death he was battling 
leukaemia and had only recently recovered 
from kidney cancer. 

Among the big name stars who have paid 
tribute to the TV prankster are Max 
Clifford, Henry Kelly, Noel Edmonds, Carol 
Vorderman, Alan Sugar, Richard Madeley 
and Judy Finnigan. 

As well as his career in front of the camera, 
Mr Beadle was also a renowned fundraiser 
for leukaemia charities and has been credit¬ 
ed with raising as much as £100 million. 

Mr Clifford, a publicist and close friend, 
said: “He was someone who has helped to 
save thousands of young lives thanks to his 
tireless work for sufferers of leukaemia.” 

Mr Kelly, who was his co-host on their 80s 
hidden camera show Game for a Laugh, 
added: “Jeremy and I were firm friends for 
nearly 30 years. I loved and admired him 
and I shall miss him desperately.” 

One-time ratings rival Noel Edmonds said 
he was shocked to hear of Mr Beadle’s death. 

He said: “It is a sad loss for TV and a great 
shame that a new audience have lost 
Jeremy Beadle. We enjoyed a friendly rival¬ 
ry over the years when I was doing the Late 
Late Breakfast Show and he was hosting 
Game for a Laugh. 

“He was a consummate professional but 
also a greatly misunderstood man - a great

TV talent who was never truly appreciated. 

“I was always astonished at his ability to 
raise funds for charity. Nobody in showbusi- 
ness raised more money than him.” 

Carol Vorderman, who worked with Beadle 
on Countdown, said: “He often came onto dic¬ 
tionary comer on Countdown. He always did 
a lot of work, a lot of prep for the show. 

“He just loved all kinds of information. 
You could ask him about anything and he 
would know about it.” 

Richard and Judy added that they would 
remember him with “great fondness”, while 
Mr Sugar, a close friend, described him as 
“one of the greatest comedy talents of our 
generation”. 

Mr Beadle, who was given an MBE in 
2001, leaves a wife, Sue, two daughters, 
Cassie and Bonnie, and two stepchildren, 
Leo and Claire. 
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GPs slash £5m 
from the NHS 
medicines bill 

PRESCRIBING non-branded drugs has saved 
the NHS in west Kent £5 million this year. 

With the backing of West Kent Primary Care 
Trust (PCT), GPs are using cheaper alterna¬ 
tives to branded medications for 82 per cent of 
prescriptions. 

The money saved means funds are freed up 
for drugs such as Herceptin to treat breast 
cancer, anti-TNFs for rheumatoid arthritis 
and other newer drugs for which there is not 
yet alternative, the PCT said. 

Anne Bretherton, the PCT’s assistant direc¬ 
tor medicines management and chief pharma¬ 
cist, said: ‘We are very proud of what our GPs 
are managing to achieve with our help. 

We targeted 12 specific areas of prescribing 
this year in which we felt we could achieve bet¬ 
ter value without compromising patient care. 

“The PCT Medicines Management team 
worked with practices that were prescribing 
higher levels of branded drugs and encouraged 
them to actively switch patients where appro¬ 
priate.” 

Nationally, £8 billion a year, which is around 
a quarter of all NHS spending on primary 
care, is spent on drugs and the costs and 
amounts being prescribed are increasing. 

The Public Accounts Committee has called 
GPs nationwide to look at what drugs they are 
prescribing and how many. 

Edward Leigh, the committee’s chair and the 
Tory MP for Gainsborough, said: “The NHS 
spends each year at least £200m more than it 
should as a result of GPs prescribing too high a 
proportion of higher cost, branded medicines - 
rather than generic versions which are cheap¬ 
er, but no less effective in clinical outcomes. 

“The fact that PCTs vary hugely in the 
extent to which their GPs prescribe generic 
drugs for common conditions shows what can 
be achieved.”

Suzy as a part-time secretary. 

Audit process 

MPs are under no obligation to publicly 
reveal who they employ, but the three from 
Kent are among 63 members to openly admit 
to having a family member on the pay roll. 

Dr Ladyman, MP for South Thanet, said his 
wife “works tirelessly” for his constituents. 

He said: “It is very common for MPs to 
employ either wives or sons or daughters. 
Quite a lot of MPs do it and I don’t think 
there’s anything wrong with it. 

“My wife works very, very hard on behalf of 
the constituents, everything is above board. 

“Roger Gale’s wife works very hard and both 


she and Janet are very qualified. Wouldn’t it 
be ridiculous if his wife had to work for me and 
Janet had to work for him? 

“I would welcome an audit process whereby 
the contracts and job descriptions are passed 
on to the House authority.” 

Mr Gale was also in favour of auditing and 
argued that banning employment of family 
members would be impractical. 

He said: “What if an MP employed his mis¬ 
tress or gay partner? How do you police it? You 
can’t.” 

Mr Clark said he was against any more lev¬ 
els of bureaucracy being introduced. 

He said: “It would be wrong to penalise and 
to set up further rules and regulations because 
of one rogue person who has abused the sys¬ 
tem.” 

The chairman of the committee on stan¬ 
dards in public life, Sir Christopher Kelly, 
this week suggested a ban on MPs employ¬ 
ing family members could be “the right thing 
to do”. 

He claimed the Conway case was “a very 
serious breach of parliamentary rules” and 
said it “further undermines public trust in our 
politicians”.

End of the 
road for MP

A KENT MP’s political career lies in 
tatters after a week that has seen 
him cast out by his party and facing 
a possible police investigation. 

Derek Conway, the MP for Old Bexley and 
Sidcup, had the whip withdrawn by 
Conservative Party after it was revealed he 
had paid thousands of pounds of taxpayers’ 
money to his son Frederick. 

Mr Conway has also announced he will not 
seek re-election. 

Over more than three years, Frederick was 
paid more than £44,000 in salary and bonuses 
while studying full time at Newcastle 
University. He was paid a salary of nearly 
£12,000 a year, supposedly for working 17- 
hour weeks, and received more than £6,000 in 
bonuses that exceeded parliamentary rules. 

A report by the House of Commons 
Standards and Privileges Committee this 
week stated Frederick had been “all but invis¬ 
ible” during his time on his father’s payroll. 

It said: “This arrangement was, at the least, 
an improper use of Parliamentary allowances: 


at worst it was a serious diversion of public 
funds. Our view is that the reality may well be 
somewhere between the two.” 

Questions have also been raised about the 
previous employment of Mr Conway’s elder 
son Henry in a similar role, as well as the per¬ 
manent employment of his wife Colette as his 
secretary. 

KOS Media revealed in October that Mr 
Conway was the most expensive MP in Kent, 
racking up a £140,943 expenses bill in 2006-07. 
This included his staff costs, which included 
payments to his son, and £22,060 for a second 
home in London, despite his constituency being 
just 12 miles from Westminster. 

Second home 

Speaking to our reporter in October, Mr 
Conway was curt when questioned about his 
high expenses bill. He said he was “entitled” to 
his second home, and that “most MPs have one”. 

He said: “I’m surprised I have claimed the 
most in Kent, although I consider myself a 
London rather than a Kent MP, because I do 
not spend my full allowance. 

‘What is never reported is when someone 
has to halve their salary to become an MP. I 
was the chief executive of quite a big outfit.” 

Mr Conway then said he would “terminate 
this call” before slamming the phone down.

The police could yet be dragged into the 
affair, with Mr Conway’s local Liberal 
Democrat rival Duncan Borrowman writing to 
the officer in charge of investigating donations 
made to the cabinet minister Peter Hain. 

Mr Borrowman urged Nigel Mawer, the act¬ 
ing commander of the Economic and Specialist 
Crimes Unit, to investigate the payments. 

He said: “I believe this issue is important 
enough, especially in the present climate, to 
warrant police investigation.” 

Announcing he would not seek re-election, 
Mr Conway said he stood by his statement to 
the Parliamentary Commissioner for 
Standards that Frederick had been working 
for him while at university. 

He said in a statement: “Though not an orig¬ 
inal supporter of David Cameron for the lead¬ 
ership of my party, I believe he has shown he 
has both the ability and the character to be 
Prime Minister of our country and I do not 
wish my personal circumstances to be a dis¬ 
traction in any way from the real issues that 
have to be addressed.” 

Mr Cameron withdrew the whip on Tuesday. 


Winnie praise 
for Dover’s 
wartime role 

SUPPORTERS of a campaign to have the 
town of Dover awarded the George Cross have 
uncovered a letter written by Winston 
Churchill in 1941. 

The letter was sent to the general manager 
of Dover Harbour Board on January 1 and is 
full of praise for the town’s under-fire citizens. 

It was discovered in the port’s archives by 
historian John Heron, who immediately con¬ 
tacted the George Cross for Dover campaign. 

The letter reads: “The people of Dover had 
much to endure in 1940. They were attacked 
not only by bomb but also by shellfire, and they 
saw the enemy installed in positions not far 
distant from their own White Cliffs. 

“They have faced these dangers in a manner 
worthy of Dover’s great traditions, and I know 
that whatever 1941 may bring their courage 
and resourcefulness will not be found wanting.” 

Dover became known as Hellfire Comer dur¬ 
ing the conflict and was the only town in 
Britain to suffer constant bombardment 
between 1940 and 1944. 

Although the award is usually reserved for 
individuals, the island of Malta and the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary have previously been 
awarded it. 

The campaigners suffered a blow in 
November when the Ceremonial Secretariat, 
the Government’s awards body, told them their 
case “would not be entertained”. 

Their cause has received the support of 
Dame Vera Lynn, Labour Deputy Leader 
Harriet Harman, Dover MP Gwyn Prosser 
and former adviser to Margaret Thatcher 
Viscount Monckton of Brenchley.

Eurosceptics’ fury at EU ‘gag’ 


AN MEP who has been leading calls 
for a referendum on the controversial 
Lisbon Treaty claims he is being 
silenced by other Euro-MPs who 
have voted to ignore their own rules 
in order to scupper his campaign. 

Daniel Hannan, Tory MEP for the 
South East, has been using 
European Parliament procedures to 
hold up debates and delay voting. 

However, he claims that once par¬ 
liamentary authorities got wind of 
his attempts they simply voted to 
disregard their own rules and grant 
the president - or speaker - discre¬ 
tionary powers to silence protesters. 


Mr Hannan has been employing 
two main tactics in the chamber - 
roll-call votes (demanding an elec¬ 
tronic check for every vote rather 
than a simple show of hands) and 
explanations of vote (speeches of up 
to a minute allowing MEPs to justify 
their reasons for voting as they did). 

The president of the European 
Parliament, Hans-Gert Pottering, 
received permission from the constitu¬ 
tional affairs committee to “call an 
end to” such tactics where they appear 
“to be aimed at deliberately disrupt¬ 
ing the procedures of the House”. 

Mr Hannan said: “Two dozen 


MEPs making a series of one-minute 
speeches hardly constitutes a fili¬ 
buster. At worst, we kept MEPs from 
their lunch for half an hour and per¬ 
haps delayed the start. 

‘But even this is intolerable to the 
parliamentary authorities. Blinded by 
their resentment of ‘anti-Europeans’, 
which is in turn a surrogate for the fear 
and contempt they feel for their own 
electorates, they have abandoned any 
pretence at legality in order to prevent 
us making our point in the chamber.

Honours for 
Land Girls at 
last, ‘but it’s 
a bit too late’ 
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SURVIVING Land Girls who 
worked on farms during World War 
Two will be given special badges of 
commendation. 

But the families of those who have died will 
not be allowed to claim badges to honour their 
loved ones’ work on the home front. 

While veterans have welcomed the 
Government decision, there was anger that it 
had taken more than 60 years to recognise the 
women’s efforts. 

There was also anger at the decision to snub 
the relatives of the deceased Land Girls. 

M il l Bowden, who was in the Women’s Land 
Army in Kent, said: “It’s a bit late, is it not? If 
[our efforts] had been recognised even 20 years 
ago it would have been something, but it’s been 
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such a long time. I’ve got mixed feelings, I 
don’t know whether to be happy or not. 

“But I shall wear one with pride - if I live 
long enough to get one.” 

The 87-year-old, who is the leader of the 
Women’s Land Army and Timber Corps 
Veterans’ Group, called on the Government 
to allow the families of the deceased to 
apply on their behalf. 

She described the decision to deny them 
the posthumous award as “very wrong”. 

“They have worked in the war and so they 
are entitled to it. If they cannot have it then 
it does not mean much to us that are alive,” 
she said, echoing the camaraderie and close¬ 
ness the ‘girls’ developed during their time in 
the service. 

The badge announcement follows a cam¬ 
paign run by the surviving members of some 
80,000 women who left their homes to stay 
on farms and in hostels around the country. 

Until recently the women were not 
allowed to join the official Remembrance 
Day parade. 

In 1995 Mrs Bowden, who lives in 
Tenterden, launched a campaign for their 
own ceremony at the Cenotaph. They won 
permission in 1997. 

Mucking out 

Land Girls played a vital role in the war 
effort. 

Adopting what were traditionally seen as 
male roles while millions of British men 
were called up to fight overseas, they 
ploughed, milked, mucked out pigs and 
drove tractors - but they have never 
received the recognition they deserved. 

Mrs Bowden joined the Land Girls in 
1940 and worked on a farm in Woodchurch 
right in the middle of front line Britain, 
which stretched from the Isle of Sheppey, to 
Sittingbourne, to Hollingbourne, to 
Biddenden and to the outskirts of Rye. 

“It is difficult, considering what we faced, 
we felt let down really badly after the war. 
What the people went through here in

Kent, I think they should have been given 
the George Cross. 

“But then when you hear about other 
places that were flattened by bombs you 
think it was not that bad. It was wartime 
and that’s all you can say.” 

Mrs Bowden told how, as a 20-year-old, she 
would be cycling to work as dogfights carried 
on overhead and dooglebugs were flying in. 

Female veterans - who number 20,000 - 
were able to apply for the badges from 
Monday, which are being awarded by the 
Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs. 

Hilary Benn, the Environment Secretary, 
said: “This badge is a fitting way to pay trib¬ 
ute to their determination, courage and spir¬ 
it in the face of adversity. I hope that as many 
eligible women as possible apply for one.” 

The application form the badges is avail¬ 
able at www.defra.gov.uk/farm/working/wla 
or call 08459 33 55 77. 

Asked why families of Land Girls who 
died before December 6 last year could not 
apply for a badge, a Defra spokeswoman 
said: “Previous to that date it is really not 
practical for us to do that in retrospect to 
find details and evidence. It would be quite 
difficult in terms of resources.”

Making good 
food local food 


AS A row of hungry heifers 
tucked into a trough full of 
hay and roughage, one chef 
remarked that he hadn’t 
seen a cow up close since he 
was a child. 

He was probably not the only one, 
although many might not wish to 
admit it. 

The chef in question, who asked 
not to be named, was one of several 
taking a tour of local suppliers this 
week to see where the food they 
serve comes from. 

The pressures of running a busy 
kitchen often leave little time for 
chefs to venture out, resulting in 
many choosing to use convenient 
wholesalers rather than small 
farms. 

Half a dozen such chefs were 
whisked between suppliers in a 
minibus on Monday, courtesy of 
Produced in Kent, a limited compa¬ 
ny owned by Kent County Council 
to promote local producers. 

The first stop was Pipers Meats of 
Owley, a cattle farm-cum-butchers’ 
operation near the village of 
Wittersham. 

There the wide-eyed chefs came 
face to face with both living, breath¬ 
ing cows and the cuts of prime beef 
they are destined to become. 

Graham Garrett, the Michelin- 
starred chef at The West House in 
Biddenden, admitted that sourcing 
ingredients from local suppliers can 
be an arduous and time-consuming 
task. 

He said he always strives to use

local suppliers, but simply does not 
have the time. 

Mr Garrett said: “I thought I was 
going to do every bit locally, but it 
didn’t take long to realise this was 
very idealistic. I came up against 
lots of obstacles. 

“I was spending all week running 
around trying to source produce 
rather than cooking it.” 

He said another big problem was 
consistency, with smaller farmers 
often being unable to supply the 
cuts and quantities needed to keep a 
constant menu. 

Confidence 

It is a problem that also extends to 
vegetables, with restaurants often 
having to source them from further 
afield when they are out of season. 

Mr Garrett continued: “I spoke to 
one small farm and they said they 
can’t shift oxtail. I said I would take 
them off their hands, but when they 
turned up they only brought one tail. 

“They said they only kill one a 
week, which is obviously no good 
when you need to have a consistent 
menu. 

“I want to be able to source locally 
and customers really want it. They 
want to know where it comes from 
because it gives them confidence.” 

He also likes to use local farms 
where possible, having had one or 
two run-ins with what he called 
“unscrupulous” suppliers. 

He added: “Some will tell you 


everything you want to hear, but 
then when it arrives it is another 
matter. 

“I was getting pork from some¬ 
body up until not long ago and one 
day it was basically inedible. When I 
called him he said he knew he 
shouldn’t have sent it to me.” 

The tour continued to the beauti¬ 
ful grounds of Sissinghurst Castle, 
where the chefs met local suppliers 
offering everything from apple juice 
to salmon, and cheese to smoked 
duck. 

They were then whisked away to 
Bockingfold Farm near Goudhurst, 
where fruit farmer Mark Phillips 
turned the ailing business into a 
luxury ice cream factory. 

His Farmhouse Ice Cream brand 
is now taking off, selling over the 
internet to an expanding portfolio of 
clients, including the Globe Theatre 
in London. 

The day was rounded off with 
drinks at Biddenden Vineyard, 
where owner Julian Barnes talked 
the chefs through the winemaking 
process before offering them a free 
taster session. 

It was a fitting end to a day that 
Produced in Kent hopes will have 
persuaded more chefs, as well as 
local residents, to use locally 
sourced food. 

To be fair, the chefs did not seem to 
need much persuading as to the 
merits of using local produce, but 
whether it will become easier for 
them to do so remains to be seen.

Growth towns 

Immigration levels p ut 
p olicing under pressure 
says MP DAMIAN GREEN 


THE leak of a letter from 
Kent’s Chief Constable to 
the Home Secretary gives 
us a rare inside picture of 
what life is really like for 
our police. 

Mike Fuller has written a three- 
page letter accompanied by 10 
pages of charts and tables 
showing in great detail how badly 
his force are under strength 
because of the rapid in increase in 
Kent’s population. 

Mr Fuller points out that Kent’s 
population is growing at a higher 
rate than the average for 
England, and that 78 per cent of 
this growth is due to immigration. 

The result of the population 
growth is that the number of 
incidents reported to the police 
has grown by nearly a fifth since 
2003. 

The increased costs associated 
with this extra work have added a 
third to our police bill, while over 
total Government support for the 
police only went up eight per cent. 

It’s not surprising that the chief 
constable is complaining. Of course 
other police forces have said much 
the same thing in recent weeks, 
including Cambridgeshire and 
Lincolnshire. 

But there are specific issues 
which make life more difficult 
here. Nearly two thirds of all goods 
vehicles using a UK port use a 
Kent port, including nine out of 10 
foreign registered vehicles. 

These foreign lorries account for 
three quarters of the goods 


vehicles using Kent ports, and are 
more likely, according to the 
police, to contravene working 
hours regulations, overloading 
and roadworthiness standards. 

I have asked the Home 
Secretary to come to the House of 
Commons to make a statement 
and respond to our questions 
about how Kent Police are 
supposed to cope with this 
increase in activity. 

Even though the number of 
police in Kent has increased, this 
increase is not enough to keep 
workloads constant. 

On every measure, unlike in 
other rural counties like

Cambridgeshire, our police are 
being asked to do more. 

The number of crimes per 
constable has gone up from 47.1 
to 49.6 and the incidents per 
constable from 133.3 to 157.5. 

Total crime increased by 6.6 per 
cent with the really horrifying 
figure of a 34 per cent increase in 
violent crime standing out among 
these statistics. 

Altogether it is impossible to 
argue with Mike Fuller’s analysis. 
His force is being asked to do 
much more than before, and the 
main reason it is under pressure 
is that Kent’s population is 
growing faster than we can 
comfortably cope with. 

Until we have a government 
which can bring immigration 
under proper control we will 
continue to suffer the 
consequences. 

This is why, wearing my other 
hat as the shadow immigration 
minister, I have proposed that we 
should put a specific annual limit 
on the numbers of people allowed 
to come here to work from outside 
the EU. 

This would mean that we could 
balance properly the needs of 
industry for specific skills with 


the ability of our public services to 
cope with the extra numbers. 

We also need to organise our 
police resources better. 

I have suggested that we need 
an integrated Border Police Force, 
bringing together the police with 
the immigration service and the 
customs, so that our ports can be 
better protected. 

One force would be better 
equipped not only to man the 
ports and airports, but to chase 
after the illegal employers who 
are the source of many of the 
problems associated with 
immigration. The new force would 
be able to develop specialist skills 
in fighting people-trafficking. 

These changes cannot come 
soon enough for the Kent Police. 

We all want and deserve a police 
force which is properly equipped 
for the tasks it faces, and is not 
overwhelmed by unplanned and 
unexpected increases in the 
numbers it is asked to police. Our 
police have been let down in 
recent years, and it has to stop.

Abolish police authority 

There has been a national call for the Kent 
Police Authority to be abolished. 

It has been made by Sir Simon Milton, 
chairman of the Local Government 


Association, a body which represents Kent 
County Council. 

Your readers should welcome the demise of 
this and other police authorities. 

They are nothing but an unnecessary 
burden on council taxpayers. 

This burden was no better illustrated than 
when you published the stark fact that the 
KPA employed eight people at an average 
salary of £50,000. 

How much can such a high level of 
remuneration be value for those of us who 
are forced to pay an annual police tax that 
is raised consistently above inflation? 

Ann Barnes, chairwoman of this police 
body, was quick to quote plaudits and costs 
from Audit Commission’s report. 

Yet these figures were already in the 
public domain. 

What she and her chief executive were 
less forthcoming about was when it came 
to accounting publicly for the costs of the 
latest ‘must-have toys’ by Kent 
Constabulary. 

These are drones - unmanned spy 
planes - to view certain ‘targets’. 

She will not reveal the costs involved in 
buying and operating these drones. 

What she will reveal, however, is that 
the next rise in the police tax will be just 
under five per cent.

CONTRACTS FOR THE PROCESSING AND 
RECYCLING OF WOOD WASTE 2008-2010 (2011) 

Kent County Council is an Excellent Rated authority and has very high expectations of itself and its 
contractors. The contracts which are the subject of this expression of interest will receive Wood Waste 
from a range of Household Waste Recycling Centres (HWRC) throughout Kent. 

Wood recycling is a significant part of Kent County Council’s strategy to drive up overall levels of 
recycling. These contracts therefore cohesively support recently awarded contracts for the management 
of HWRC sites and are expected to integrate and support each other. 

It must be stressed that Kent County Council Waste Management is primarily interested in solutions 
which recycle the wood rather than recover energy from the wood waste. 

The contracts will be split into two distinct types to cover the full extent of wood based resources which 
arise at our HWRC sites. 

• The first contract/s cover wood which has not been previously processed - for example, wooden 
furniture, fence posts, floor boards, joists, fence panels, pallets, window frames (without glass), etc. 

• The second contract/s cover wood which has been previously processed - for example chipboard, 
MDF, HDF, particle boards, laminated MDF, etc. 

Kent’s HWRC sites currently generate approximately 30,000 tonnes (with a further 5,000 tonnes from 
the Medway area) of wood waste per annum, with an approximate 50:50 split by type, although we 
expect this quantity to steadily increase. The contracts will be for facilities for processing/treatment 
(haulage to bulking point/facility will be provided via another previously awarded contract/s). We 
anticipate that wood waste which falls into the previously processed category will be capable of being 
composted but we would not exclude other options which are consistent with the primary need to 
recycle. 

We are seeking expressions of interest from suitably qualified and experienced contractors who are 
interested in working with Kent County Council to achieve these objectives. We will evaluate options 
for contract award on the basis of either one or other wood waste streams or both streams per 
contractor. Multiple contracts may be awarded consistent with operational needs. The contract period 
will be two years with an optional extension of one further year.

PROVIDING it can meet demand 
for the new car, the arrival of Audi’s 
all-new A4 should maintain the 
brand’s astonishing momentum in 
2007. 

Already one of the stronger players in the 
market, VWs upmarket arm managed an aston¬ 
ishing 18 per cent increase in sales - not bad con¬ 
sidering its A4 mainstay model was on run out. 

In comparison, arch-rival BMW recorded a 
5.15 per cent rise, which would have been some¬ 
thing to crow about normally had Audi not so 
graphically outperformed the executive sector. 

Audi’s rise from junior to equal partner to 
BMW and Mercedes-Benz at the top of the 
executive sector has been accelerated recently 
by top-notch ‘halo models’ such as the £78,000 
R8 supercar and, second time around, a truly 
competitive TT Coupe and Roadster. 

The A3 continues to be a practical and aspi- 
rational premium hatchback that looks better 
than the baggy-lined BMW 1-Series. 


Then there is the technologically advanced 
A8 executive flagship, while the A4 now has a 
coupe spin-off at last - the A5, which we road 
tested in flagship S5 form in our previous 
issue (see online at www.carsforkent.co.uk). 

Which leaves the A4 itself; the brand’s big 
player and competitive to the end in its previ¬ 
ous incarnation, despite competition last year 
from BMW’s newer 3-Series and the arrival of 
an all-new and impressive Mercedes C-Class. 

The BMW continues to be the biggest seller 
of the three - it is now established in the UK 
sales top 10 - but the A4 has lacked a coupe to 
swell its sales stats. 

In any case, the sheer ubiquity of the BMW 
could yet be its downfall and is perhaps why 
Audi chose to use ‘A5’ rather than ‘A4’ when it 
eventually turned to producing its coupe version. 

Driving purists continue to mark down the 
A4 for having front-wheel drive rather than 
the classic rear-wheel drive layout of the 


Beemer and Merc, though this is balanced by 
the fact that enthusiasts can trade up to all¬ 
wheel drive Quattro versions of the Audi. 

It is also likely that Audi has the edge in 
other areas: the marque’s interiors continue to 
be a benchmark, while reliability and build 
quality are superb. 

The new car picks up where the old one left 
off and will have the longest wheelbase in the 
class which, combined with reduced over¬ 
hangs, is claimed to deliver excellent weight 
distribution and exceptional interior space. 

It also arrives with five new or extensively 
revised engines - two directly injected FSI 
petrol units and three TDI diesels. 

Refinements include an electro-mechanical 
parking brake and intelligent key system as 
standard and SE models come with 17-inch 
alloys, three-zone climate control, a 180-watt 
CD audio system with 6.5-inch colour display, 
rear acoustic parking, automatic headlight and 
wiper operation and aluminium interior trim. 

Prices for launch models range from 
£22,590-30,290.

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Company car rides roughshod over 
a Government struggling to rein it in 


STEVELOADER 


REPORTS of the company car’s 
death have been exaggerated. 

The Labour Government came to power 
with the dismantling of Britain’s company 
car culture squarely in its sights, but 
despite the best efforts of Gordon Brown when 
he was Chancellor, this greatest of perks still 
thrives. 

Indeed, it helped power UK new car 
registrations to a 2.5 per cent increase in 2007, 
despite gloomy predictions at the start of the 
year as interest rates rose and consumer 
confidence fell. 

Car sales to fleets and business gave the 
motor industry most of that extra impetus, 
with private sales once more accounting for 
less than half of the total registrations - 43.5 
per cent this time round. 

The fleet/business sector also tends to skew 
the UK’s list of top-10 selling cars; the Ford 
Focus remains the country’s number one over¬ 
all, but the company car darling last year was 
Ford’s arch rival the Vauxhall Astra. 

And while those two brands have tradition¬ 
ally been the dominant fleet brands, 
Germany’s VW Group is an increasing threat. 

Figures from top fleet supplier Lex for 2007 
show that Vauxhall, Ford and VW took seven 
out of the top-10 places. 

Ford was the most popular fleet brand over¬ 
all, securing three out of the top-10 places with 
the Mondeo staging a remarkable recovery

from nowhere in 2005 - the last time Lex sur¬ 
veyed the market - to fifth in the fleet top 10, 
no doubt helped by the upmarket third gener¬ 
ation Mondeo launched in mid-2007. 

The other surprise package was the Audi A3 


(fourth) - another ‘no show’ in 2005 - which 
also helped Audi boost its overall market 
share by nearly 20 per cent in 2007. 

Diesel models continued to dominate the 
fuel mix in 2007, accounting for 80 per cent of 


all company cars bought, compared with 64 
per cent in 2005. 

With company car drivers benefiting from 
lower ‘benefit in kind tax’ costs and lower per¬ 
sonal fuel bills from choosing a diesel, the 
diesel percentage is expected to rise still fur¬ 
ther in 2008. 

The Government can at least take credit for 
accelerating this trend towards lowering emis¬ 
sions and gaining more vehicle miles to the 
gallon, while Lex pricing manager Steve Jones 
added that the “tax system has certainly 
helped encourage company motorists to down¬ 
size their choice of car. 

“And with more different versions of the 
same car being launched by manufacturers, 
company motorists have got a wider choice 
than they have ever had before.”

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Boxster keeps crown 



MAKERS of the very best cars do 
not tinker with styling too often. 

They don’t need to if they got the product 
right from the start. 

And major changes trash residual values; 
nobody likes to be seen in what is obviously 
the ‘old model’ and if you asked customers to 
pay a lot upfront, they hate to see their car 
plummet in value. 

The paragon here is Porsche, and while it 
will never be a volume manufacturer it is now 
far more than a one-product company. 

To the perennial yet constantly evolving rear- 
engine 911, the German sporting marque has 
added the Cayenne 4x4, the Boxster roadster 
and the Cayman hardtop version of the Boxster. 

Of these, the Boxster remains the most 
affordable way into the brand and, despite 
being launched in 1996, has been skilfully 
updated to keep it fresh without destroying 
those precious used values and customers’ 
confidence. 

The essence of the car’s success is being 
designed to be a roadster from the start; too 
many open-tops are created from models with 
a roof and suffer rigidity and handling prob¬ 
lems, but the Boxster was stiff and well sorted 
from the off. 

Along with styling tweaks, the smooth flat- 
six ‘boxer’ engine that inspired the car’s name 
has had its power upped steadily: the entry 
model’s 2.7-litre now develops 245bhp and the 
3.2-litre 295bhp, with the RS60 Spyder flag¬ 
ship - also pictured on these pages and featur¬ 
ing retro touches inspired by great Porsche 
roadsters of the past - develops 303bhp. 

The exemplary chassis has also been re¬ 
worked cleverly and larger wheels plus a 
wider track accentuate a slightly more ‘butch’ 
body shape with bigger side vents. 

My first drive of a Boxster after all the hype 
was “this had better be good”. It was, and the 



revised model was even better - this is a car to 
make any driver feel and appear better than 
they are. 

I’ve now just driven one of the newly 
launched Sport series models and the Boxster 
S Sport reaffirms my earlier impressions. 

It is a beautifully appointed car with lots of 
extra chrome and stainless steel calculated to 
see off new pretenders to the Boxster’s ‘best 
roadster’ crown, but while a buyer might take 
the extra trappings for granted after a while it 
is the essence of the car that endures. 

It is a car that can be driven to any limits you 
care to place on the road - though the Boxster’s 
considerable boundaries are perhaps better 
explored on a track - yet I would not be upset 
at the thought of driving to Scotland and back 
in this sports car, whatever the road conditions. 

That is tribute to the car’s everyday comfort, 


beautifully arranged interior with infinite 
adjustment to the driving position and to a 
piece of machinery so much in harmony. 

The interaction between engine, gearbox, 
clutch, accelerator and brakes is seamless and 
the balanced chassis makes the car feel glued 
to the bends. 

The free-revving mid-mounted engine, sings 
away behind your head and also allows lug¬ 
gage to be carried in compartments in front 
and behind. 

The former is a deep ‘bin’, while the latter is 


shallower yet deceptively spacious - a neigh¬ 
bour who needed a lift to Gatwick promised to 
‘pack light’ for her holiday, but her gargantuan 
suitcase went in the back anyway. 

Much as I enjoyed the new £43,110 S Sport 
though I stand by previous advice: even 
the cheapest Boxster - new or used - can give 
you all the status and driving enjoyment you 
could want.

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‘Mossie’ launch first of many 
as Hornby targets Continent 


STANDBY for take-off. One of the 
most admired World War Two fight¬ 
er bombers - the Mosquito - is 
about to swoop across the Kent 
landscape again. This time as one of 
the biggest plastic aircraft kit mod¬ 
els ever made - courtesy of Hornby. 

The Margate-based firm is building a 24th- 
scale model of the de Havilland Mosquito, the 
legendary aircraft which even the Germans 
admired and was known as the ‘Mossie’ to its 
crews. It flew from Manston towards the end 
of the war and from other Kent airfields, such 
as West Mailing, during the rest of the conflict. 

Now it will take-off in kit form - certainly 
the biggest Hornby’s Airfix has ever made and 
believed to be the largest plastic aircraft kit ever 
- from retailers from November, priced £80. 

The first model will be the NF2 and other

versions will follow. City observers are already 
saying this, plus an upcoming James Bond 
version of the Scalextric brand, will become 
‘must-haves’ next Christmas. 

The company, which has just announced a 
trading update, has secured the licence for a 
range of products based on the forthcoming 
James Bond movie Quantum of Solace. 

Sets, which will include a model of Bond’s sil¬ 
ver Aston Martin DBS, are also coming out in 
November, at £80 for the standard set and £40 
for the micro. 

The Mosquito has quite a story: Hornby 
chief executive Frank Martin said it was first 
flagged up by Airfix in the 1970s, when it was 
a stand-alone company, but never taxied off 
the drawing board for various reasons. 


He said: “It never proceeded from the early 
drawing stages, but we started again from 
scratch.” 

This year we’re seeing new Airfix models 
based on Dr Who and Shaun the Sheep - a 
spin-off from superstars Wallace and Gromit - 
and a limited edition of the Nimrod aircraft - 
originally designed by de Havilland’s succes¬ 
sor, Hawker Siddeley, now part of BAE 
Systems - costing around £50. 

Hornby’s Digital Control system for model 
railways is also expected to continue to gain 
momentum during this year. 

Positive feedback from early adopters, cou¬ 
pled with new features such as the infra-red 
controller, locomotives featuring authentic 
sounds and more powerful electronic chips 
gives bosses confidence the system will be 
established rapidly in all European markets. 

Scalextric sales zoomed ahead by 30 per cent 
last year with the Hamilton effect - sets based 


on the Vodafone Mercedes McLaren team and 
its outstanding Formula One driver Lewis 
Hamilton who nearly clinched the world title. 

However, the firm is saying that full-year 
sales to the end of March will be about £1 mil¬ 
lion down because of production problems 
blamed on suppliers finding it tough to provide 
a wide range of models based on trains run¬ 
ning across the Continent. Supplies will get 
through - but they’ll be in next year’s accounts. 

Mr Martin said: “Hornby is in the process of 
establishing itself as a strong contender in all 
key European markets.” 

Full-year results are expected to be around a 
record £57m in sales - compared with £48m in 
the year before - and profits well over a record 
£9m, compared with the previous year’s 
£7.7m. Orders from independent retailers 
were up 20 per cent in January indicating 
stocks sold well over Christmas. 

Hornby shares rose by 5p each to 202.5p on 
the news. 


Ruling casts doubt over compulsory retirement age 


EMPLOYMENT lawyers claim 
the law surrounding compulsory 
retirement ages is in disarray after a 
senior law partner who didn’t want 
to retire at 65 took his old Kent firm 
to a tribunal - and lost. 

The employment tribunal - at 
Ashford - found it was reasonable to 
force partners to retire from the firm 
at 65 in order to achieve aims for the 
business. The ex-partner, Leslie 
Seldon, is now planning to appeal. 

Mr Seldon, who is now a notary in 


Bidborough, Tunbridge Wells, said: “I 
simply wanted to carry on working 
as I understood the new age discrim¬ 
ination legislation entitled me to do.” 

The groundbreaking case - 
believed to be the first of its kind - 
came about because Mr Seldon, who 
had been with Orpington-based 
Clarkson Wright and Jakes for 35 
years and as a senior partner for 13, 
claimed he wanted to remain with 
the firm when he retired as a full¬ 
time partner in December 2006. 


The firm thought otherwise, 
because it had other plans, and so it 
found itself defending the claim at 
the tribunal for a four-day hearing 
last September and a further one 
day in October. The decision was 
announced recently. 

Jo Davis, partner and head of the 
employment team at Bucking¬ 
hamshire-based BP Collins, which 
represented Mr Seldon, said: “This 
decision is of huge significance to 
partnerships of all disciplines, which 


are likely to rely on it to justify their 
own retirement provisions.” 

On a general basis, many legal 
commentators have questioned the 
legality of the compulsory retire¬ 
ment age for employees and are 
keenly awaiting the outcome of the 
challenge launched by Age Concern 
in the European Court of Justice 
(ECJ). Meanwhile, claims brought 
by employees are being put on hold 
pending the outcome of the case. 

Under current legislation there is 


a default retirement age of 65 for 
employees, although an employer 
still has a duty to consider an 
employee’s request to continue 
working after they are due to retire. 

Mr Seldon’s partnership deed did 
not allow him to ask to keep working, 
so his retirement was compulsory. 

Clarkson Wright and Jakes man¬ 
aging partner Andrew Wright said 
the decision had attracted messages 
of support from firms up and down 
the country.

Aviation firm in 
Austrian court 
dogfight over 
problem planes 


A SMALL flying school at 
Rochester Airport is suing a giant 
Austrian aircraft manufacturer for 
around £100,000 in a David and 
Goliath court case over the ineffec¬ 
tiveness of two aircraft. 

But it could take between three and five 
years before Millen Aviation Services knows 
whether its action against Diamond Aircraft 
Industries has been successful - after nearly 
four years of frustration. 

Meanwhile, Millen Aviation Services’ boss 
Mike Millen says he is lumbered with two 
DA40, four-seater diesel turbo aircraft which 
he claims are “unfit for purpose”. 

But he said he’s not out of business: “We also 
operate several non-Diamond aircraft.” 

The aircraft, each costing £185,000 new, were 
leased by Millen Aviation Services in June and 
August 2004, and since then they have been 
available for just 76 per cent of the time - cost¬ 
ing the Millen family nearly £100,000 in lost 
revenue due to unplanned downtime. 

Within the industry, the operational avail¬ 
ability for commercial aircraft is expected at 
97 per cent plus and Airbus guarantees an 
operational availability of 99 per cent for the 
first two years on its A380. 

Teething 

Mike Millen and his son Russell have had 
little success in getting satisfaction from 
Diamond in Austria and through its sub¬ 
sidiary in Yorkshire. 

“Initially they said we may have teething 
troubles, but we still get many of the same 
problems after three and a half years. 

“The problems have never stopped and the 
unreliability of these two aircraft is having a 
serious effect on our business,” said Mr Millen. 

They say the problems include: engine sen¬ 
sor failures, nose leg fractures, engine man¬ 
agement system (ECU) failures and seven 
engines in total by the time that both aircraft 
had reached 1,000 hours. 

“The engines are actually warranted for 
2,400 hours so they are not proving to be any¬ 
where close to as reliable as we were led to 
believe before we leased them,” said Mr Millen. 

Representing the Millens is lawyer, David 
Brown, a partner at Gullands solicitors in 
Maidstone, who said: “We have instructed 
lawyers in Austria to act for us in the Austrian 
courts and this process could take between 
three and five years. 

“The case has now been lodged at the Austrian 
court. On January 15, the lawyers acting for the 
manufacturer filed an answer to the Millens’ 
action which contained a general denial to each 
claim. The first step in the legal procedure will 
deal with evidence and then liability.” 

The two aircraft subject of the action are 
used for hiring and for flying lessons. 


Mr Millen said: “We maintain there was insuf¬ 
ficient research, development and testing of the 
aircraft and their Thielert diesel 1.7 engines 
before they went into production. Their current 
unreliability makes them unfit for purpose. 

“Our claim is for the lost income due to 
excessive downtime and for the lease to be 
terminated without financial penalties, which 
we would have to pay if we just handed the 
aircraft back to the leasing company. 

“We had, prior to this action, asked for 
them to be replaced with new aircraft, but 


this was not accepted. 

“Diamond is a big corporation and we feel we 
are being bullied. We look forward to our day 
in court, because after all this time, the 
amount of evidence is overwhelming. 

“The information collected includes mainte¬ 
nance records for our aircraft produced by 
Diamond UK and statements from other 
Diamond aircraft operators, both of which 
identify a number of the issues concerned. 

We are hoping they will see sense before 
that and settle our claim.”

Good and bad news 
for drug giant Pfizer 

THE world’s largest research-based 
pharmaceutical company and the 
major supplier of medicines to the NHS, 
Pfizer Inc reported revenues for the 
last three months of last year were 
$13.1 billion - up from $12.6bn in the 
same period in 2006. 

Revenues for the company, which has 
its European research and development 
headquarters at Sandwich where 
Viagra was discovered, were boosted by 
foreign exchange transactions, which 
increased them by approximately $610 
million or five per cent and the strong 
performance of many new and in-line 
products. 

For the full-year 2007, the company 
posted reported net income of $8.3bn, a 
decrease of 57 per cent compared with 
$19.3bn in 2006. 

Duty of care a must 
for FTA members 

FROM April 6, new legislation will 
mean that companies, organisations 
and certain Government bodies face an 
unlimited fine if they are found to 
have caused a person’s death by gross 
failings in the corporate management of 
their duty of care. 

The Freight Transport Association 
has published a new compliance guide 
explaining the offence, as well as offer¬ 
ing guidance to help ensure that safety 
obligations are being met.

Ecologia flies in face of 
market to open in Italy 



GROWING STRONGER: Ecologia’s techniques enable contaminated land to be redeveloped 


A KENT science company is brush¬ 
ing aside gloomy economic prospects 
- and striding right into Europe by 
setting up a new offshoot, writes 
Tony Patey. 

Ecologia Environmental Solutions, based at 
Kent Science Park in Sittingboume, is estab¬ 
lishing an Italian subsidiary which it says will 
offer it ‘Luge potential”. 

The environmental consultancy and special¬ 
ist remediation company has seen growing 
international demand and the decision to estab¬ 
lish an Italian operation, based in Bologna, 
followed a detailed assessment of the business 
opportunities in the north of the country. 

Director Mike Lenn said: “Italy, like the rest 
of Europe, may be suffering from a fair degree 
of economic uncertainty, but we believe it will 
be short-lived and there will be an ongoing 
and growing demand for our services, which 
enable contaminated land to be brought back 
into use and redeveloped. 

‘We have developed some very exciting and 
ground-breaking remediation techniques and 
our expansion in Bologna is part of our aim to 
become recognised as an international expert.” 

He added: “Northern Italy offers huge poten¬ 


tial for Ecologia to commercially exploit its 
technologies. Our Italian team not only knows 
the area, but has a long-standing record in 
providing specialist advice and high quality 
site investigation and remediation projects. 

“Our Bologna team will work closely with 
our qualified scientists, engineers, chemists 
and geologists based at Kent Science Park to 
tackle environmental remediation challenges.” 

The company was established in 2000 and 
employs nearly 50 people, the majority of 


whom live in Kent, and in particular Swale. 

Mr Lenn said: “The area around Bologna is 
very industrial and similar in many ways to 
Thames Gateway, with large swathes of 
brownfield land requiring remediation before 
they can be redeveloped.” 

The company’s new operations in Bologna 
will be headed by Matteo Donati and support¬ 
ed by Elena Rovesti, who both worked for 
Ecologia at Kent Science Park as contaminat¬ 
ed land specialists.

Union of colleges will 
help students’ needs

MAJOR merger talks are going on 
in the world of higher and further 
education in and around north 
west Kent with four colleges 
involved in providing business 
courses for local students having 
announced ideas to link-up. 

Talks are taking place on the possibility of a 
future partnership between Bexley College and 
North West Kent College, while Bromley 
College of Further Education and Higher 
Education and Orpington College Corporations 
are working towards a super college. 

A joint steering group consisting of three 
governors from each of the NWK and Bexley 
colleges has been set up to prepare an outline 
proposal for presentation to the Learning and 
Skills Council in March. 

The aim of the proposal will be to explore the 
feasibility of a merger - NWK has campuses 
at Dartford and Gravesend - and to sound out 
the view of the Learning and Skills Council. 

An NWK spokesman said: “This move follows 
an approach to North West Kent College from 
Bexley College after its board of governors con¬ 
sidered a range of options contained in a spe¬ 
cially commissioned report on its future. 

“Both colleges have notified staff and will be 
keeping them updated on developments.” 

Bexley is the only further education college in

the borough of Bexley. It recruits more than 80 
per cent of its students from the postal districts 
of south-east London and Dartford as well as 
the surrounding areas of Kent. 

Students can choose from a variety of full¬ 
time and part-time courses that include sub¬ 
jects such as basic education, construction, and 
health and care. 

North West Kent College has two main cam¬ 
puses in Dartford and Gravesend.

Best interests 

David deed, interim principal at Bexley

A spokeswoman stressed the merger is sub¬ 
ject to consultation and added: “It wasn’t nec¬ 
essary to merge, but a larger, stronger organi¬ 
sation is better equipped to meet the needs of 
local students and employers and to respond 
to future challenges and it’s the pattern up 
and down the country.” 

She said it should not result in staff cuts - 
the curriculum of both is a good match - and 
there is not much overlap. Any actual staff 
cuts may be met through natural wastage, 
such as job changes and retirement.

Chancellor’s 
change not 
for the best

ALISTAIR Darling announced a small 
concession to his proposed new Capital 
Gains Tax regime last week. 

In his pre-budget report last October, 
the Chancellor said he wanted to simplify 
the Capital Gains Tax system and get rid 
of the complexities of indexation reliefs 
and taper reliefs to just have a flat rate of 
tax of 18 per cent. 

There was outcry from many, but mostly 
in the corporate sector where business 
owners and entrepreneurs are currently 
able to taper their tax down to a rate of 
10 per cent as long as they have held the 
asset two years. 

Well, he has now fiddled with the proposals 
and we now see the emergence of a Lifetime 
Capital Gains allowance where the tax rate 
on up to £1 million is only 10 per cent. 

It is designed to reduce the amount of 
complainants, as many small business 
owners who sell will now still be able to 
achieve a 10 per cent rate. 

The trouble is there are now rules. 

To qualify for the CGT lifetime 
allowance you need to own at least five 
per cent of the shares and must be an 
employee or director. I would imagine that 
when we see the detail and HMRC tries 
to close the loopholes, people will find 
there will be even more rules. 

I fear that by adjusting things in this 
fashion what he will have completely lost is 
the simplicity he was after in the first place. 

As anyone working in the pensions 
industry knows, the ‘simplification’ of the 
rules, i.e. where everyone has a pension 
lifetime allowance of £1.6m, has been 
incredibly complex. 

The legislation has been changed so 
many times now it is ridiculous. The 
paperwork involved when someone retires 
is more complex and for the majority 
unintelligible. I think it is another 
example of how things get introduced in 
an ill thought-out fashion. But sadly we 
are all too used to it now.

Kent to host 
pentathlon 
World Cup 


HUNDREDS of world-class athletes will 
compete in Kent after the county won the 
right to host the British leg of the modem 
pentathlon World Cup in 2010. 

The World Cup series is the most presti¬ 
gious annual competition in the sport, with 
only five or six events a season. 

The four-day competition, which com¬ 
prises of swimming, fencing, show-jump¬ 
ing, shooting and running, will be held at 
Medway Park in Gillingham. 

Around 200 athletes from 35 countries 
are expected to compete in the event. 

Medway fought off interest from other 
bids to secure the British leg, which is 
usually held in Somerset. 

Peter Hart, chief executive of Pentathlon 
GB, was impressed with the area’s commit¬ 
ment to hosting the event. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Everyone we 
met when we went down there was very 
enthusiastic about the games and wanted 
to be part of it. 

“It is a great opportunity for the local 
community to get involved in the sport. 
Hopefully the public can gain a better 
understanding of modern pentathlon so 
they can follow it through to 2012.” 

As part of the package for hosting the 
World Cup, Pentathlon GB will also be 
working on a sports development pro¬ 
gramme with local authorities. Schools 
will be visited to encourage the growth of 
the sport in the area. 

Warm-up 

It is also hoped Medway would host the 
2011 European Championships, which 
would act as a warm-up event ahead of the 
London Olympics in 2012. 

Great Britain has a rich history in the 
sport, with two Olympic champions. Can¬ 
terbury’s Georgina Harland won bronze at 
the Athens games in 2004. 

The 29-year-old, who is preparing to 
compete in the Beijing Olympics later this 
year, was delighted with the news. 

Speaking from her training camp in the 
Pyrenees, she said: “This is great news for 
the Medway area. 

“There is no better way to inspire people 
to get involved in a sport than seeing it first 
hand. I have no doubt there will be people 
touched by the sport and inspired to give it 
a go and who knows, one of those people 
could be a future Olympic champion.” 

Medway Council’s cabinet unanimously 
voted in favour of the move on Tuesday. The 
final hurdle will come in March when the full 
council vote on whether to approve the deal.

KENT racer Mike Conway 
has been named in Honda’s 
young driver programme, 
which could see him on a For¬ 
mula One grid next season.

The former British Formula Three 
champion will now have a pivotal role in 
the team, testing the car four times over 
the course of the season in a bid to make 
it stronger and faster. 

He believes the chance could land him a 
place in the team in 2009, as there are 
rumors that current driver Rubens Bar- 
richello could leave at the end of this season. 

Opportunity 

Conway told Kent on Sunday: “I am 
very pleased they have chosen me to be 
part of their young driver development 
programme. 

'This opportunity will allow me to get 
involved with an FI team and help devel¬ 
op this year’s car. If I can do a good job and 
keep impressing everyone at Honda, I 
hope to be in line for the race seat in 2009. 

“It has been really good working with 
the team in the last few weeks. I feel I 
have learnt a lot from Jenson Button 
and Rubens Banichello. In fact, Rubens 
has been a great help. His 16 years of 
experience has been a great tool for me 
to learn from. I get on well with Jenson 
and the whole team is very friendly.” 

Conway tested the new car last week 
at Valencia and was impressed with the 
progress of the RA108 challenger. 

He said: “It’s a step forward from last 
year’s car, definitely. I have been out for 
a couple of runs in the new car and it 
was a fantastic opportunity for me to get 
another chance to test an FI car.”

His main goal this season is to follow in the 
footsteps of Lewis Hamilton and clinch the 
GP2 crown, racing for new team Trident 
Racing.

be going in blind like I was last year. How¬ 
ever, there is the brand new street circuit 
at Valencia, but it will be the same for 
everyone. I am excited to get the racing 
underway, but we have got a lot of testing 
to do this month.”

Spencer to try for Six Nations history 



ENGLAND Women’s rugby cap¬ 
tain Catherine Spencer has the 
chance to make history in being 
part of the first team to win a 
third consecutive Six Nations 
Grand Slam. 

The 28-year-old from Folke¬ 
stone was named captain of Eng¬ 
land in November and the tour¬ 
nament will be her first in lead¬ 
ing out the England team. 

The former Folkestone player, 
who now plays for Premiership 
side Worcester, was part of the 
last year’s Grand Slam winning 
side. The England team only con¬ 
ceded 12 points in the competi¬ 
tion as they successfully defend¬ 
ed the coveted trophy. She hopes 
that her England side can follow 
in the footsteps of the winning 
teams of 2006 and 2007. 

England got their campaign 
underway yesterday against 
Wales in a bid to make history as 
there has never been a side in 
either the men’s or women’s com¬ 
petition that has won three con¬ 
secutive Grand Slams in the his¬ 
tory of the championship. 

Spencer said: “This time of year 
is a really enjoyable time for

out for the first time as captain in 
December’s friendly against USA. 
The match saw England run out 
convincing 34-0 winers after six 
tries were scored. She hopes to 
continue this style of rugby under 
her guidance as captain. 


She said: “It was really good to 
have the match against USA. It 
allowed us to bond together and 
form a real team unit. We hope 
we can continue what we pro¬ 
duced in the match and play the 
attacking and expansive rugby 
that we are known for.” 

Although this will be her first 
competition as captain, Spencer 
says the pressure will not get to 
her and she cannot wait to lead 
the team out. 

“It is a massive honour,” she 
said. “It is a fantastic feeling to 
be wearing the red rose and lead 
the team out for the match. It is 
a feeling that is really hard to 
describe. 

“I was captain for the game 
against USA, but this will be my 
first competition as the team 
leader in a major tournament. 

“I enjoy leading the team and 
playing at number eight is an 
easy position to oversee the 
team. I have quite a physical 
game so hopefully that will do 
the talking.” 

Next Saturday, she will be 
leading the squad to take on 
Italy in Rome. 
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Addicks will cope with 
Reid loss, vows Pardew 


HE MAY have lost his captain and arguably 
his most influential player, but Charlton 
manager Alan Pardew was remarkably 
upbeat following the end of the January 
transfer window on Thursday 

The departure of Republic of Ireland 
international Andy Reid to Sunderland in a 
deal worth up to £4 million left some support¬ 
ers questioning the ambition of the Addicks. 

But the knowledge that his team has 
re-established its title credentials in Reid’s 
recent absence due to injury, plus the recruit¬ 
ment of versatile defender Greg Halford and 
left-winger Lee Cook, will be uppermost in 
Pardew’s mind. 

“I feel we’ve coped well without Andy since 
he has been injured. It was a tough call for all 
parties, and also Andy himself. He was on 
Championship money and he’s now on Pre¬ 
mier League money. 

“Roy Keane had a couple of conversations 
with me, and I tried to make it clear Andy was¬ 
n’t for sale, but it snowballed from there, and 
these things happen in football. 

“It was a difficult decision, but we have to 
look at ourselves and say ‘are we going to let 


this affect us or will this make us stronger?’ 
Hopefully, the latter will happen.” 

There is a school of thought that the inclu¬ 
sion of Reid, despite his talent, unbalanced the 
Addicks, and forced Pardew to play to his, 
rather than the team’s strengths. 

The increasingly influential Zheng Zhi has 
scored four goals in eight games since Reid 
tore his medial ligament in mid-December, 
while Darren Ambrose has netted twice in the 
last three matches. 

The arrivals of Halford, from Sunderland, 
and Cook, from Fulham, both on loan for the 
rest of the season, took the number of Charl¬ 
ton’s signings in January to three, following 
the £1.5m acquisition of Andy Gray. 

Halford first came to prominence at Colch¬ 
ester United under current Addicks assistant 
manager Phil Parkinson, while the highly 
rated Cook has been hampered by injury since 
his £2.5m move to Craven Cottage in July. 

And the trio may not be the only new faces 
at The Valley in the coming weeks. 

“Although the window shuts in terms of 
transfers, we can still loan outside of that,” 
said Pardew.

M y third season as a 
professional golfer has 
just begun, and in 
2008 you will be seeing 
a more aggressive and more 
attacking player. 

I’m going to try to be smart when I need to 
be in competition play, of course, but overall 
I’m determined to let myself be more care¬ 
free in my attitude and approach. I want to 
get into contention more in the tourna¬ 
ments, and sometimes I will therefore need 
to attack and get more birdies. 

This change in my thinking has come 
about as much because of the nasty eye 
injury I suffered two-thirds of the way 
through last season, as from the general 
experience I’ve gained from my first two 
years on the Ladies European Tour. 

W hen the sight from my right eye was 
temporarily blurred for a month fol¬ 
lowing the incident on the practice 
range when a stone flew up into it - causing 
me to miss one tournament and then play in 
a couple of others with impaired vision - I 
found that my attitude out on the course 
changed. 

Because I wasn’t expecting to do so well, 
due to the injury and the lack of practice 
before those tournaments, I went out there 
saying to myself “right - let’s just give it a 
real go”, and I suddenly realised that some- 
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times it is better to be aggressive and not 
always to take the sensible option. You could 
almost say it was a bit of an eye-opener. 

Afterwards I went on to finish second in 
the Scottish Open - my best finish yet on 
tour - and even though my 32nd place in 
India and 44th place in Dubai in the final 
two tournaments of last year in December 
don’t sound that good, I actually played 
some great golf but was let down by too 
many missed putts. 

Overall, in 2007, I feel I maintained my 
upward momentum and - despite my 
injury - I managed to finish higher in the 
Order of Merit (43rd) and to win more 
than 10,000 euros more in prize money 
than I did in my debut season in 2006. 

I could not wait for the start of the 2008 
season. I have been playing in the Aus¬ 
tralian Open, which began this week, and 
then I will be involved in the ANZ Ladies 
Masters which starts on Thursday. 

When I return from what will be a total of 
three-and-a-half weeks in Australia, includ¬ 


ing acclimatisation and practice, I will be at 
home in Maidstone for a little while before 
going out to Spain to play in a couple of 
ladies tournaments and to hone my game 
still further in preparation for the resump¬ 
tion of LET action in early April. 

The LET, in fact, is continuing to grow - 
with 28 tournaments being planned for this 
year (there were 26 last year) in what is also 
the 30th anniversary year of the tour. 


A s my trip to Australia shows, plus 
those December tournaments in India 
and Dubai, it is now far from being 
just a British/European based tour. 

The competition is getting stronger and 
stronger, too, and it is an exciting time to 
be starting out on a professional career in 
ladies golf. 

The welcome we got in Bangalore at the 
end of last year, in the first LET tourna¬ 
ment to be staged in India, was exception¬ 
al. The Eagleton Golf Club course was 
fantastic and the people there could not 
do enough for you. 

But December 2008 is a long way off. First, 
there is a new season to get stuck into. I’ve 
experienced coming second in a tournament; 
I now want to see what first place feels like.

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But Arsenal boss 
asks if teenager 
can prove he is 
worth a place in 
the Gunners elite

ARSENAL manager Arsene 
Wenger has challenged teenage 
striker Luke Freeman to push 
for a place at the Premiership 
club after he finally completed 
his dream move from Gillingham 
this week. 

The 15-year-old, who had been at the Gills’ 
centre of excellence for five years, signed an 
initial student registration with the Gunners 
which will be turned into a professional con¬ 
tract when he turns 17 next year. 

In an exclusive interview with Kent on 
Sunday at the club’s London Colney training 
ground, Wenger admitted the youngster’s 
appearance in the FA Cup game against 
Barnet caught his attention. 

He came on as a second-half substitute in 
the game at Underhill in November last year 
and became the youngest player to feature in 
the FA Cup. 

Gifted 

It alerted a number of Premiership clubs 
who sent scouts to watch him play four days 
later in Gillingham’s next fixture in the 
Football League Trophy against Dagenham 
& Redbridge. 

Wenger told KoS: “I was told there was a 
young player who was very gifted who plays 
at Gillingham. I sent a scout I trust to watch 
him. He came on, played a little and we man¬ 
aged to see a bit more of him and then decid¬ 
ed to go for him.” 

The teenager visited West Ham, Newcastle 
and Arsenal before settling on the Gunners 
before the New Year. 

Negotiations to take Freeman to the 
Emirates Stadium took around a month and 
were finally agreed on Wednesday - four 
days after he made his debut for Arsenal’s 
under-18s. 

Now Wenger has challenged the youngster 
to make a name for himself in Liam Bradys 
youth team. 


He said: “When he came in the first day I 
took him with me to see what his character¬ 
istics are and now it is down to him to 
improve and progress.” 

The Gunners boss clearly likes what he has 
seen from Freeman and believes he has the 
predatory instinct needed as a striker. 

When asked whether he had a good 
grounding at Gillingham, Wenger said: ‘Yes, 
very good. He has had a good education, I am 
impressed by his personality - brave, knows 
what he wants and again in the box he is a 
guy who is lively.” 

The Dartford-bom player started out by 
playing for White Oak Wanderers in the 
Bexley League before being picked up by 
Charlton Athletic. The Addicks released 
Freeman when he was 11, prompting the 
move to Gillingham. 

Mark Patterson, Gills’ youth team manag¬ 
er, coached Freeman for more than a year and 
thinks the young striker has what it takes to 
make the move a success. 

He said: “It will be a big challenge for him 
but he has proved he has got great ability. He 
has a great capacity for learning, you don’t 
have to keep drumming things into him, 
which will stand him in good stead. The 
potential is there for him to become a very 
good player and have a long career. 

‘He always worked to the maximum in 
every session and trained as if every session 
was his last. 

“The other lads are all pleased for him. 
It shows the opportunity is there if you 
perform to the levels then these kinds of 
things happen.” 

Gills boss Mark Stimson gave Freeman the 
chance to play in the first team. He was sorry 
to see him leave but believes the move will 
make the youngster a better player. 

He said: ‘Tor Luke I think it’s the best edu¬ 
cation you could have in this country because 
the way the Arsenal teams play is an absolute 
credit to that football club. 

“The football is first class, they all seem to 
be very athletic and get around the pitch so 
for Luke to go and get his education there for 
the next two or three years and work with 
some top class coaches and also some world 
class players, it can only be good for him.” 

Stimson has already felt the benefits of the 







move. The fee, which has been reported as 
high as £200,000, gave the club greater flexi¬ 
bility in the closing stages of the January 
transfer window. 

It covered the cost of bringing in Stuart 
Lewis and Barry Fuller from Stevenage and 
may have proved crucial in the decision to 
spend £150,000 on Rushden & Diamonds 
striker Simeon Jackson just before the win¬ 
dow closed on Thursday. 

It is believed the deal included clauses where 
Gills would receive extra payments should 
Freeman go on to play for the first team. 

A pre-season friendly against Arsenal was 
mooted but if it goes ahead it is very unlikely 
to be against the club’s first team. 
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
